i The second annual Ard Fheir of Fianna 
Fail opened yesterday in the Round Room 
cf the Rotunda, Dublin, when there was a 
large attendance of delegates. 

Mr. de Valera referred to the referen- 
dum, and said that a number of people 
got a wrong impression that because the 
Fianna Fail Party had entered the Dail 
the initiative had ceased. They wanted 
the petition signed and filled up as 
quickly as possible, and they believed that 
it could be done by January Ist: 

The report stated that farmer members 
of the Fianna Fail organisation ought to 
join the Irish Agricultural Organisation 
Society to see that its development was 
in the right direction. 


THE REPORT. 


-“ 


FARMERS CALLED ON TO JOIN 
L.A.0.8S. 


Mr. de Valera (President of the organisa- 
tion), who presided at the opening of the 
proceedings, explained tha. procedure, and 
said that the first business woull be the 
election of a chairman. H> said that himself 
and the Vice-President would have to be 
absent during some of the proceedings, as 
they would have to attend elsewhere on 
important business. 

Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, T.D., was then ap- 
pointed Chairman of the Ard Fheis. Mr. 
Robert P--nnan was appointed Deputy- 
Chairman. ; 

It was decided, on the motion of Mr. 
de. Valera, seconded by Mr. Hugo Flinn, 
T.D., to have the proceedings open to the 
Press. 

The report of the Hon. Secretaries stated 
that the Executive of the first Ard Fheis 
had held forty meetings during the year, 
as well as a number of special meetings. 
The “ All-Ireland Agricultural Conference ”’ 
met in Dublin on February 3rd and March 
10th, and the recommendations of the con- 
ference were adopted, with some medifica- 
tions, and were published as the agricultural 
policy of Fianna Fail. They believed that 
the holding of the conference proved of great 
benefit to the organisation, and that the 
experiment could usefully be tried again in 
relation to other industries. 

AID FROM AMERICA. 

On February 10th, the National Executive 
passed a resolution to the effect that the 
American Association for the Recognition of 
the Irish Republic should be the basis of 
their organisation is the United States of 
America. From that date the closest co- 
operation existed between Fianna Fail and 
the A.A.R.I.R., and was greatly strengthened 
by the visit to the United States by Mr. 
de Valera in March and April, 1927. It was 
the assistance given to Fianna Fail by the 
A.A.R.1L.R. which, to a large extent, made 
possible the effeetive fight put up in the 
general elections of June and September, 
1927. 

At the June election forty-five Fianna Fail 
deputies were elected. They presented them 
selves at the Dail, and demanded to be 
allowed toftake their seats without subscrib- 
ing tthe oath of allegiance. The demand 
was refused, and the National Executive 
decided on June Oth to take legal proceed- 
ings in tls Courts to test the validity of 
the exclusion of the deputies; but that 
decision was revoked . later. At the same 
meeting it was decided to commence the 
collection of 75,000 names, in accordance with 
Article 47 of the Free State Constitution, to 
have machinery set up by which the matter 
of the oath could be referred for decision 
by the people by referendum. 

The work on the initiative petition was 
at first taken up actively by the cumainn, 
but it was frequently interrupted by the 
political events which followed, and had not 
yet been completed, It was of great import- 
ance that delegates should press forward this 
campaign with a view to having the requisite 
number of signatures collected by December 
lst. 

AGRICULTURAL ORGANISATION. 

The report then dealt with the decision of 
the Fianna Fail members to enter the Dail, 
and, continuing, stated that at the September 
general election fifty-seven Fianna Fail 
deputies were returned. There were 1,307 
Fianna Fail clubs now . registered. They 
recommended that, as the Irish Agricultura! 
(Organisation Society was likely to have con- 
siderable influence in determining the future 
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Irish people to full freedom both politically 
and economically. He referred in feeling 
terms to the death of Countess Markievicz, 
and all present stood as a mark of respect 
to her memory. 

Tha report was adopted. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. B. Egan moved a resolution from 
North Dublin City Executive, that a definite 
assurance be given to the people of Ireland 
from the Ard Fheis that their aim was to 
secure the unity and independence of Ireland 
as.a Republic. The resolution was eon 

A resolution of the Sean Connolly Branch, 
Dublin City, North, approving of the action of 
Fianna Fail in entering the Dail, but recog- 
nising “ that the furthermost limits in com- 
promise had been reached,’’ was adopted. 

A resolution was adopted, ‘‘ that it bé one 
of the first efforts of the Fianna Fail Party 
to find suitable employment for every mem- 
ber of the Republican organisation who had 
lost his means of livelihood through either 
military or civil service in the Republican 
cause.’ 

A resolution from the Liam Mellowes 
Cumann, Ballyconnelly, County Donegal, 
“that the decision of the National Execu- 
tive regarding ex-Deputies P. Belton and 
Dan Breen be reconsidered,’’ was not dis- 
cussed as the branch concerned was not re- 
presented 

A resolutiorw from the Erskine Childers 
Branch, Dublin City, North, was adopted as 
follows :—‘‘ That Fianna Fail include in its 
foreign policy the fostering of alliances 
among the oppressed peoples of the world, 
and co-operation. in such alliances.”’ 

The Naas Branch forwarded a resolution, 
which was passed, ‘‘ that each branch be in 
structed to prepare and forward to head. 
quarters a list of factories in their areas 
which had been closed, giving the date of 
closing, the possibility of re-opening, and 
other useful information.” 

A resolution for Ballyconnelly, Donegal, 
“that Fianna Fail pledges its support to 
Fianna Eireann and other Republican. or- 
ganisations in their efforts to re organise the 
youth and manhood of Ireland,” was ap- 
proved. 

The Fintan Lalor Branch, Rathmines, for- 
warded a resolution, which was withdrawn, 
“that at least one-third of the National 
Executive be women.” 

Mr. Lemass, T.D., said that there shouid 
be no restriction on the delegates to elect 
any person they thought fit. Whether men 
or women they wanted the best available. 

SLUMP IN IRISH GOODS. 

“That in the interests of Irish industries 
and manufacturers the National Executive 
take steps to form among Irish customers an 
Irish Buyers) and Housekeepers’ Association, 
as this would be one of the best means of 
providing additional employment, thus re- 
ducing, if not stopping, emigration,” was a 
resolution sent by the Fintan Lalor Cumann, 
Kathmines, and passed. 

Proposing the resolution, Mr. F, Gal- 
lagher said that at present there was a slump 
in Jrish goods, and there was no encourage- 
ment to Irish investors to invest in Irish 
mndustries. 

Mr. Lemass believed that a similar resolu- 
tion was passed last year, following wh: ch 
tuey took steps to put it into effect, but the 
response did not justify their going ahead 
with the matter. 

Mr. Eamonn de Valera was _ re-elected 
F resident. Messrs. P. J. Ruttledge and 
Sean ‘I’. O'Kelly were elected Vice-Presidents 
on a ballot. Messrs. Lemass and G. Boland, 
T.D.’s, were re-appointed secretaries. 

The Thurles Branch forwarded a resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, demanding the re- 
instatement of national teachers and other 
civil servants and Lacal Government officials 
who were dismissed through non-compliance 
with the political test. 

A resolution from Kells was passed, “that 
no pension should be granted to any per- 


lines of development of the agricultural in- 
dustry, farmer members of their organisation 
ought to join the LA.O.8. to see that its 
development was in the right direction. 

They thought that Fianna Fail should take 
up actively the promotion of the Irish 
language. Irish industries should also be 
supported. 

A LIVE QUESTION. 

The Rev. Father O'Kelly, Galway, suggested 
that steps should be taken at once to have 
sent to the country important news from 
Merrion strect, to counteract the impression 
that the Press reports gave to the country. 
This should be done pending the establish- 
ment of a national daily newspaper. It was 
a very live question. The cumainn through- 
out the country should be let see that the 
Fianna Fail T.D.’s knew what they were 
talking about, and were not the mere boys 
'“that these Ministerial gentlemen try to 
make them out to be. You would want a 
very sharp lance to touch any bit of national 
respect of some of these gentlemen,’’ he 
added. Anything that brought ridicule on 
the national life was heavily leaded in the 
Press. There was one newspaper in the 
country that had done more harm to Ireland 
and its cause from every point of view than 
all the enemy forces combined. It had done 
that both at home and abroad. Only for that 
great man in the Land of the Southern Cross, 
Archbishop Mannix, the name of Ireland 
would be submerged in Australia. 

“A HUGE MIDDLEMAN.” 

Mr. Seamus Tierney said that he thought 
that they should be more careful in giving 
support to the 1.4.0.8. That Society, in his 
opinion, was a huge middleman, worked by 
the Agricultural Department in their country 
against the traders and shopkeepers of the 
towns and villages throughout Ireland. 
About £8,000 of the taxpayers’ money this 
year was being given to the support of that 
organisation, and no obligation was imposed 
by the Free State Ministry on that organisa- 
tion to give an account of a farthing of that 
money. 

Mr. B. Maguire, T.D., and other delegates 
supported this view. 

Mr. Sean Lemass, T.D. (secretary), replying 
to some of the points raised. emphasised the 
importance of registration. The register was 
being compiled now, and the work would 
have to be done by the cumainn before the 
end of January, and every person who had a 
vote should be placed on the register. With 
regard to the -question of an initiative 
petition, that matter was started in July last. 
At no time was the impression conveyed 
that the initiative was being dropped. 
Undoubtedly, certain statements that 
had appeared in the Press might have 
conveyed the impression that the petition 
was being uropped. That was wrong. If the 
cumainn got into the work it could be com- 
pleted by December 1. They were anxious 
to have it completed as soon as possible. 
He stressed the importance of cumainn 
keeping in close touch with the Fianna Fail 
deputies and also with the National Execu- 
tive. 

THE REFERENDUM. 

Mr. de Valera said that there had been 
confusion abc ‘ the referendum on account 
of the fact that it had started before the 
Fianna Fail deputies went into Leinster 
House, and a number of people got a. wrong 
impression that because the Fianna Fail 
Party did that that the initiative had ceased. 
That was not so. The initiative was a most 
important weapon for the Irish people, and 
tley wanted the petition mainly to see that 
the power of the initiative was not wiped 
out of the Free State Constitution. They 
wanted that petition signed and filled up 
as quickly as possible, and they believed it 
could be done by January Ist. 

Mr. S. T. O'Kelly said that he wished 
to call attention to the phenominal success 
that had attended Fianna Fail in the first 
year of its age. The tide of national opinion 
was on the rise, and coming with a rush 
to Fianna Fail. They had a man at the 
head of the organisation who would lead the

VALUE OF GEOGRAPHY. 


—_—— 
IRISH ASSOCIATION AND 
MODERN NEEDS. 


The annual general meeting of the Irish 
Geographical Association was held in the 
Royal Irish Academy, Dawson street, Dublin, 
yesterday. Dr. Butler, LL.D., M.A, 
M.R.LA., President, presided. 

The President delivered an 
“The Aims of the Geographical Association.’ 
The primary object ot the Association was, 
he said, to give assistance to the scholastic 
profession mm the teaching of geography. In 
the reformed ' studies in the 


address on 


course ol 
secondary schools of the Free State the sub- 
ject of geography had been given an im- 
portance which it had not possessed in the 
old days. It was a compulsory subject of 


study. In the importance which it attaches 
to this subject the Free State Department 
of Education was only falling into line with 
the ideas now current in other countries. 
They had not yet reached the ideal; for in 
the programme for the Intermediate certifi- 
cate examination geography did not yet stand 
on its own feet, but was coupled with history. 
MODERN STUDIES. 

Conditions in the majority of Irish 
secondary schools were vastly different from 
the Irish public schools in subjects of study. 
One of the outstanding features of the curri- 
culum was that this difference was at last 
realised, and stress was laid on what were 
called modern studies, among them geography. 
They had still, however, to combat a certain 
prejudice which seemed to exist in Ireland 
against geography as a school subject. That 
there should be any such prejudice in a raco 
that from earliest times had in its blooda taste 
for wandering and exploration, and that in 
later day had seen so many of its sons 
forced to seek a livelihood beyond the seas, 
was remarkable. Modern ideas of teaching 
geography went far beyond the mere memoris- 
ing of strings of names; it tried to give a 
living human interest in the subject. 

In Ireland they had still a great deal of 
jeeway to make up as regards the teaching 
of geography on modern lines, and it was 
here that the Geographical Association 
stepped in to the aid of the teacher. The 
need for such aid was only toc evident 1p 
many cases, for the results of the last certifi 
cate examination showed that, though the 
papers were easy, the results were very bad 
The question was asked: Was the standard 
of teaching too low, or the time given to the 
subject inadequate? 

LOW STANDARD. 

Dr. Butler said that his answer, from his 
own experience, was that the standard was 
low, and that the ignorance of the candidates 
was profound. especially as regards their own 
country. This was where modern ideas 
came in. One’s own country should form 
the basis of study. The aim of the Society 
was to help to bring to every school and to 
every teacher the means to familiarise ~him- 
self with these methods. 

Mr. W. L. Bailie, the hon. secretary and 
hon. treasurer, reported satisfactory progress 
during the year, In appealing for new mem- 
bers, he said that people wishing to become 
members should apply to him at 4 Kildare 
place, Dublin.

PROGRAMME POLICY 
AND PERFORMANCE. 


B.B.C.'S SERVICES TO MUSIC. 


In “The B.B.C. Handbook, 1928,” an 
ofhcial publication of the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation, credit rightly is taken íor 
what has been done in connection with broad- 
casting for. the organisation of musical effort 
in Britain. The B:B.C., as company or 
as corporation, has saved the Queen’s Hall 
Promenade Concerts,’ has promoted other 
series of orchestral concerts on a big scale, 
and maintains a permanent orchestra of its 
own. It has helped to keep life in the 
British National Opera Company, has broad- 
cast operatic performances by that and other 
companies, and has promoted the revival of 
special performances of ‘certain operas that 
were not in the companies’ current reper- 
toire, as well as the production of out- 
of-the-way operas like Rimsky-Korsakoff’s 
‘ Kitesh,”’ 

It. has not simply thrown the: music of 
these works into the ether, but, among 
other things, by circulation of dibretti and 
explanatory material, by paying for careful 
editorial work on: the scores, and (in the 
case of certain operas by British composers, 
which never had been produced, and existed 
only in rough full score) ,by having parts copied 
and other preliminary expenses discharged, 
the corporation (or the company before it), 
has taken paius to secure favourable perfor- 
mance and intelligent reception of the music. 
More openly educative work, favouring 
spread of understanding of music, and, in- 
cidentally, the prosperity of music-makers, 
has been continuous In the British broadcast- 
ing service. 

THE GOOD PREFERRED. 

Indeed, as the reader is discovering at this 
point, a full list of the B.B.C.’s services to 
the cause of good music would be tiresome, 
however welcome those services have been. 
Let us turn, then; from details to prin- 
ciples. These are stated in various in- 
teresting articles in the ‘‘ Handbook.’’ In 
the forefront is the statement by Sir John 
Reith, the principal executive officer of the 
Corporation, formerly managing director of 
the old Broadcasting Company :—‘‘ In the 
domain of music,’’ he writes, '“ there is no 
secret made of the fact that good music is 
preferred to bad, nor of the conviction (won- 
derfully borne out by experience) that the 
public prefer it too.’ 

lt is conceived as a privilege and duty to 
present certain grand works, to which a. concert 
organisation run for local. profit could never hope 
to mount; fo popularise—as only this peculjar 
medium could popularise—the music that is ad- 
dressed to the finer and quieter sources of 
emotion in a small audience; to make the British 
public, not to say the British musical world, 
acquainted with challenging new work; and to 
‘assist opera to overcome the barrier that the 
cost of presentation has set up between it and its 
eager multitudinous admirers. 

At the same time,’ knowing, at least as well as 
critics, know, that the mood for grand music is 
not upen people at all times and places, such 
music is kept within reasonable bounds, 

A WORKING RULE. 

That is admirably stated, and its spirit is 
reflected in the further article on “ Pro- 
gramme Policy,” which discusses the relative 
claims of the majority and the seve.ai minori- 
tise, and (with reference to music) concludes : 
‘It would be a derogation of duty for 
those placed centrally, in a position to know 
what of cultural’ value and interast is, 
or is about to become, available, not to give 
the great public the opportunity of knowing 
it for itself, without waiting for anything 
in the nature of a public indication that it 
is wanted. In sum, experience has evolved 
a practical working rule: “Give the public 
something slightly better than it now thinks 
it likes.’’ 

And, again, in the article on ‘‘Broadeasting 
and Music,” where it is said :—‘* We are 
convinced that Broadcasting has created 
a great field of potential concert- 
audiences — people who, until their 
interest was awakened by “radio in 
music would never have dreamed of guing to 
a symphony concert, but who soon (if they 
are not now) will be among the most zealous 
of regular attenders at the Queen’s Hall and 
elsewhere.” 

_ WARNING TO LISTENERS. 

The writer of the article just quoted utters 
an important warning against the notion that 
listening over the ‘‘ wireless”? can be a com- 
pletely satisfactory alternative to direct hear- 
ing .of the music. The “ wireless”’ listener, 
if 1s remarked, should not cunfuse “ tone” 
as broadcast with its original. Then comes 
a reference to the symphony and other con- 
certs organised by the B.B.C. and opened to 
the public at small charges, ‘“‘in order to 


tunity of hearing music as it really should be 
heard.” In this connection, it is pointed 
out that broadcasting has not injured the 
musical profession or the concert-organising 
business, but is extending the public for 
concerts, 

A temporary effect upon amateur art is 
admitted. ‘* People—many of them, at any 
rate—are discouraged from trying to make 
music for themselves. There will be a re- 
action, the cumulative effect of increasing 
appreciation of music itself; and eventually 
those people will return to their pianos, their 
violins, their singing with 1:enewed energy 
an’! interest.” 

‘What is good to believe, too, is that they 
will then try not to smash out ‘ Rachmaninoff’s 
Prelude,’ as it was done at the local concert last 
night, bet to play musically and joyfully the 
delightful little Bach movement they heard at 7.15 
to-night on the wireless; not. te imitate the un- 
rhythmical, unphrased, unmusical noise of the 
prima donna singing bad English songs at the 
Royal Albert Hall, but the restrained musical 
singing by a good radio artist of some mood 
(thoneh still tuneful!) Enelish songs.” 

HE PLACE OF CHAMBER MUSIC. 

From other articles of musical interest in 
th: “ Handbook,” we must quote, in some 
cases not at all, and in others, only briefly. 
A hint to composers occurs in this sentence 
— It is extremely difficult to find good 
light music.” As to the artist, broadcasting 
“gives him work. It causes him the trouble 
to produce a jirst-rate performance... . 
but it gives him tremendous publicity of a 
very real kind. Last, as to chamber music. 
‘‘Broadcasting is essentially. an intimate 
thing, as is chamber music. . . Bw its 
nature, chamber music is essentially the most 
simple in texture Of all concerted music, and 
there is probably nothing more perfect in 
wireless musical transmission than the sound 
of a well-balanced string quartet or trio.” 
For these reasons chamber music has assumed 
a considerable place in broadcast programmes, 
an’. has been given not only renewed and 
extended life, but a li‘e true to its original 
character as music to be reteived in condi- 
tions of intimacy rather than amid the a 5- 
ciations of. a public hall. 

The British broadcasting service is proving 
itse’f a fortunate ally for music, and the 
articles in the handbook clinch the opinion 
that, as regards music, the broadcasting 
authority in England is using its great power 
and great resources judicially and hand.

WILD WEST TALES. 

3ooks of adventure are well represented by 
“Jack the Young Ranchman’”’ (Chambers, 
ós. 6d.). It is a story of a boy’s exciting 
experiences in the Rockies, the old familiar 
ground. Mr. G. B. Grinnell, the author, has 
laid the scene in the sagebrush country, 
under the shadow of the great backbone of 
the continent. The story is about real things 
and real people, many of whom, the author 
says, are alive to-day. The ranch lies in the 
Rocky Mountains in a great basin, walled in 
by hills on every hand and 7,500 feet above 
the level of the sea. The life there was 
exciting, and in the pages of what may be 
called ‘‘Jack’s Memoirs,”’ is graphically 
described. The wild Indians give a _ vivid 
touch to the stirring adventures through 
which Jack Danvers passed. 

We have another Wild West story—there 
is nothing like them—in ‘‘ Hit the Trail,” 
by E, E. Cowper (Nelson, 5s.).

Its hero, cast away 
in a remote part of South America, has re- 
markable experiences in the hands of a 
strange tribe. His escape from them is 
specially thrilling. 

‘The Way to Burning Mountain,” by 
Dillon Wallace (The Boys’ Own Paper. 3/6 
net) is a thrilling story of adventure in the 
Canadian wilds. The hunt for the treasure 
at the Lake of Skulls is an exciting affair, 
with plots and murders, and an exciting 
canoe race through rivers within the Arctic 
circle. 


TREASURE STORIES. 


Mr. John Lesterman, who established his 
reputation as one of the best writers. af boys’ 
stories with ‘‘ The Adventures of a Trafalgar 
Lad,’’ has produced an equally fine tale *n 
“ A Sailor of Napoleon’’ (Cape. 7/6 net). 
This time a French lad fighting against 
Nelson is the hero. He makes the acquain- 
tance of an English midshipman, a prisoner 
of war, and, becoming involved in his 
escapades, is forced to take to sea instead 
of following his ancestors »s a soldier of 
France. His bravery through the many ad: 
ventures which follow in the struggle against 
Nelson reaches the climax when he is taken 
prisoner at Trafalgar. Mr. Lesterman has 
caught the spirit of those stirring times, and 
has told his story admirably. 

In ' Dream Isle” (The Religious Tract 

Society. 2/6 net.), Mr. Arthur Russell tells 
of the adventures of two boys and two girls 
in Australia. The boys are expert mechanics, 
and, by using their home a0 ig wireless set, 
summon help in time to prevent a brisk fire 
from destroying a. homestead.

“Up Against the School,” by RF. A. H. 

2/6 net.), is an excellent 
story which boys will read with interest. The 
descriptions of football matches and cricket 
matches are especially good, and Radney, 
the captain of the XV., and Rickensworth, 
the awkward boy, who turns out to be a 
first-class three-quarter, are characters that 
will appeal to every reader.

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NE of the best books of the entertain- 
ing-instructive type we have seen is 
the. beautifully produced and sumptuously 
illustrated ‘Book of the Sea,’’ by T. C. 
Bridges, in the “ Romance of Knowledge '' 
series (Harrap, 7s. 6d. net). H is more 
fascinating than’ any tale of adventure, 
and we venture to say that every father 
who purchases it will read every one of its 
286 pages before giving it to bis son as a 
Christmas gift. Myr. Bridges has a real 
knowledge of his subject. He tells us of 
the great power of the sea, of its vast 
depths and of the monsters that lurk 
there. A chapter is devoted to sea 
serpents, and the evidence of trustworthy 
persons who claim to have seen these 
creatures is summarised. Mr. Bridges’s 
conclusion is that “there is absolutely no 
reason to be given why creatures of this 
sort should not still persist.’’ It is 
curious to learn that a hundred years ago 
it was possible to travel from Ireland to 
England for nothing. Mr. Bridges says: 
‘“A rate war between two companies 
running from Liverpool to Belfast ended 
in one company carrying passengers to 
Ireland at threepence a head, while 
another company that ran to Waterford 
offered to carry people free. It is said 
that a rival company on the same route, 
not to be outdone, offered not only tocarry 
passengers for nothing, but to give each a 
loaf of bread. The other company then 
advertised that they would give to all 
who travelled in their steamers not only a 
loaf of bread, but ‘also a bottle of beer.”

AN IRISH NOVELIST’S 
TALES FOR THE YOUNG. 


——$— 


R. THURSTON'S is an original way 
of telling—one scarcely can say re- 
telling—stories of Pandora, Noah's Ark, 
Samson, St. Jerome and others. He uses 
not only simple language, but a homely 
style. There is a lion called Rumble, 
‘“bhecause when he roared he made a noise 
like the last motor ’bus that goes by in the 
street.” When Joan of Arc rescued the 
King of France’s crown from the giant 
Fee-fi-fo-fum there was a huge meal, with 
“jellies and ice-creams and cakes and 
bananas and peaches and oranges. When 
they had had two helpings of everything 
Joan herself put the crown on the King s 
head.” 

Later Catherine, Margaret and Michael 
lifted her out of the flames, and they went 
up together into the sky. Young Samson 
was by far the strongest boy in the town, 
“and, if any of the other boys laughed at 
him because his hair was long, he soon 
made them sorry for it.’’ A white hare 
and a black rabbit listened to Orpheus 
playing “so hard that their ears were all 
twisted, as if the wind were blowing them 
that way.” When the world was first 
made “the sun got into bed in the even- 
ing, pulled the clouds over its head, and 
went to sleep till the next morning. ' 

Those were days “long before anyone 
ever thought of making the Zoo,”’ and the 
wild animals used to go anywhere, just as 
they pleased. They used to go and help 
themselves, when they were hungry, at 
the butcher's or the fishmonger’s; but, to 
make up for this inconvenient habit, they 
were much more clever and talkative than 
they are now.

() “The Boy’s Own Annual " (R. T. $., 
12s. 6d. net), now in its forty-niuth 
year, This supreme book for boys seems to 
have renewed its youth in the present volume, 
which has all the old features, but in a fresh 
form. The coloured plates, for instance, which 
depict sporting scenes and seascapes and 
the like, are printed by a new process, and 
are perforated for removal into frames. The 
serial stories, recall the heyday of the 
“B. O. P.'—' The Jaguar of San Cris- 
tobal,”’ “The Flying Beetle’’ (laden with 
mysterious romance), and the school yarn, 
“The Glory of Greystone.”"’ There are good 
articles on cycling, ‘‘ broadcasting,” and 
similar topics; one of them expounds the 
philately of the Irish Free State. We think 
that this issue has not been surpassed since 
the days when Verne, Manville Fenn and 
Talbot Baines Reed adorned the work. 

The “Girl’s Own Annual” (R. T. $.. 
12s, 6d. net) is a bigger and even more varied 
hudget of reading matter this year. In addi- 
tion to the usual short and serial stories, it 
contains articles on varied topics, from Cleo- 
patra’s Needle to a quick way of doing em- 
broidery, and from the Prince of Wales's 
home to household hints. There is one on 
police signals, and another on yew hedges. One 
tells how to knit spattees, while yet another 
(well illustrated) gives some glimpses of the 
Riviera which .the ordinary tourist often 
misses. Written for the fairer sex, this well- 
illustrated and excellently-produced annual 
contains enough matter to keep the average 
boy quiet for davs, when he has exhausted 
the treasures in the companion volume, 


GO TO THE ANT. 


ITH the help of this book, “ The Ant 
People,” by Hans Heinz Ewers, 
translated from the German by Clifton 
Harby Levy, the ordinary reader will be 
able at last to obey the direction of 
Solomon: Go to the ant, consider her 
ways, and be wise. Here, as among men, 
he will find sluggards, not a few “ out-ol- 
works” and “can t-works, and even 
‘“ won't-works.”’ The enthralling story is 
told by a literary man who is also a 
scientific investigator, and who knows how 
to set forth his facts with simplicity. A 
schoolboy may find his way through these 
three hundred pages without the help of 
a. dictionary. 

How like are ants to men !. In vitality, 
indeed, ants are superior; for they can 
pxist without food for months, and can 
ome alive after drowning and freezing. 
Ine that had its head cut off survived for 
wenty-one days. They wash regularly, 
ielping one another in their toilet: they 
jury their dead; they have ingenious 
systems of ventilation for their houses. 
They have trained armies, and thev 
engage in manly sports. They grind corn, 
knead it, and bake it in the sun. They 
make roads and control traffic. They hold 
public meetings, and seemingly come to 
conclusions regarding the policy of the 
hive. Their marriage customs are among 
the great romances of science. How much 
of all this did Solomon know when he sent 
the sluggard to consult the ant? 

Dr, Ewers is an engaging writer. His 
humorous tilting at the hyper-scientists 
adds a spice of flavour to the story. His 
few descriptive passages are charged with 
excitement, particularly his fight with the 
Hunters, when he took refnge in the wash- 
hand basin. Frequently he repeats hint- 
self in the first two chapters, but the 
reader is conscious of no other irritation. 
The work of translation has been admir- 
ably done, and a few pictures have been 
added to the original.

BRAHMS AND CLARA 
SCHUMANN. 


LARA SCHUMANN and Brahms both 
intended to destroy their corre- 


spondence, and actually attempted to do 
so. Nevertheless, enough has remained to 
fill these two large and closely-printed 
volumes; and, besides, there are letters 
that were printed in the biography of 
Clara Schumann and so are not repro- 
duced now ; 

The two musicians became acguainted 
in 1853, and were in correspondence till 
the death of Clara in 1896. The letters 
cover the whole of the period. Johannes 
Brahms was only twenty years of age when 
he came in touch with the composer, 
Robert Schumann, who immediately wrote 
a friendly account of some of his com 
Soon afterwards ‘Schumann’: 


he was removed to an asylum at Endenich, 
near Bonn, Brahms, who before that 
development had become an intimate guest 
in the Schumann household, at once set 
himself to be of service to the distressed 
wife, and a sincere affection grew up 
hetween them. She was fourteen years 
older then Brahms. Their relation was 
what we understand as one of affection 
between old friends, and this corre- 
spondence does not encourage the weaving 
of any romance

Clara Schumann was, of course, not only a 
most devoted wife to the famous composer, 
who won her against the opposition of her 
father: she was also, as a noted virtuoso 
pianist, the chief exponent of Schumann's 
compositions for the pianoforte and the care- 
ful guardian of his reputation after his death. 
In a moving letter that eccurs early in the 
correspondence, Brahms gives Frau Schu- 
mann an account of a visit to her husband at 
Endenich. He tries to cheer her by recount- 
ing every evidence of returning health of 
mind, which, however, was only temporary. 

“Then 1 showed him your portrait. Oh, if only 
you could have seen how deeply moved he was, 
how the tears almost stovd in his eycs, as he looked 
ever more closely at it. ‘Oh, how long have I 
wished for this? he said at last, and as he laid 
it down his hands trembled. Ile continued to look 
at it, and often stood up to get a closer view of 
it. . | begged him to send you a greeting in 
writing, and asked him whether he did not wish 
to write to vou more often “I should love te,’ 
he replied, ‘always and always, if only I had 
paper.” .And he really hadn't any. For he does 
not like to ask the doctors for anything, and they 
think of nothing unless he asks for hy 

Schumann died the next year. Frau Schu- 
mann had to work hard to make a living for 
herself and the young family. There were 
seven children, of whom the last was born 
after Robert’s removal to Endenich. More 
than once Brahms urges her to be less hard 
on herself. 

“You think, dear Johannes, ' she replies in a 
letter of 1861, ' that because I occasionally tay 
something aside | am giving too many concerts. 
But think of mv responsibilitics—seven children 
still dependent on me, five who have yet to be 
educated, and next winter 1 shall have them all 
at home again. You know my views | want 
them to enjoy their youth as long as possible, not 
in idleness, but in each others company, as long 
as can be arranged. And ought I not alse 
lo think of my own future? . Perhaps, things 
will improve later on. Maybe we shall once more 
live in the same town, and then I shall feel the 
need of a «quicter, life if I lived with a dear 
friend, I believe. T might recover peace and good 
cheer, although my happiness is for ever lost.” 
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When the subject is raised again some 
years later, she has a different reply: 

“But 1 cannot help thinking that your view of 
my concert tours is an odd one. Jou regard them 
merely as a means of earning money. I dont. I 
feel T have a mission to reproduce beautiful works, 
and particularly those ef Robert, so long as I have 
the strength to do go; and even if I were not 
absolutely compelled to do so I should go on tour- 
ing, though not in such a strenuous way as I have 
to now. The practice of my art is an important 
part of my ego; it is the very breath of my 
hostrils bá “de 

That is more formal in style than moet of 
the correspondence, but the pair were rather 
annoyed with each’ other at the moment. 
Clara tells him that what is wanted—‘‘ to 
make our relationship a much more beautiful 
one’’—is “a little more control of evil 
moods, particularly when the latter last such 
a lony time. It is well known, from the 
testimony of many acquamtances, that 
Brahms was a ‘“‘difficult’’ person. In this 
correspondence, however, it is he who submits 
everv time, in order that the friendship shall 
not be broken. ‘‘Life is a mad jingle of 
sounds, and very often a good woman like 
you can bring about such a wonderfully soft 
resolution of these discords.’ 

The translator’s name is not mentioned, but 
his work is well done. ‘The volumes should 
be a present acceptable to any reader who is 
interested in the two musicians and the 
musical activity of the period.

ANY a reader will welcome the new 

edition of Ethne Carbery’s poems, 
‘published in commemoration of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of that sweet Irish 
poet’s death. There is a passionate ardour 
in these poems that has lost none of its 
appeal, although the tradition in which 
they are written seems to have gone out 
of fashion—the more is the pity! “Hills 
o’ my Heart,” “ Feithfailge,”’ “A Glen 
Song,’’ “ Moorloch Mary,” “ Thinkin’ 
Long,’’ “The Brown Wind of Con-

NEW edition of Dr. W. B. Yeats’s 
early stories is illustrated and 
decorated by Miss Norah McGuinness in a 
symbolic style. Red Hanrahan, that 
Raftery-like poet, becomes a figure of 
sweeping curves, and the women-folk who 
watch beside his death-bed are shawled 
emblems of pity depicted with a few 
strokes. In the eyes of her strange 
figures Miss McGuinness often. catches a 
strange, grey beauty—witness, especially, 
that picture showing the poet making his 
poem on Cathleen, the Daughter of 
Hoolihan—that a more explicit art fails 
to capthre ; and in many of the decorative 
pieces the lines of the heads remind us of 
figures in old Irish carving (vide pages 
58 and 59). We believe that the monu- 
mental effect is not intentional. Perhaps, 
it is produced by reminiscence of antique 
art, or, perhaps, it is collateral in its 
origin, the modern artist achieving the 
same efiect as the old simply by ridding 
herself of extraneous influences and 
striving to express the same racial vision. 
However this may be, we are disposed to 
regard these curious pictures as promise 
rather than final achievement. That 
which is so far removed from the conven- 
tions to which our eyes are accustomed 
must be practised more intently if it is 
to be freed from crudity and of a certain, 
occasional, barbarous éan, We perceive 
the beginnings and watch with excited. 
interest for the development of a new 
phase in Irish art. Dr. .Yeats dedicates 
to the artist a prefatory poem, “' Sailing 
to Byzantium,’”’ which contrasts strangely 
‘in its sumptuous, intellectual language, 
with the Morris-like tales of the poet’s 
youth.

These will learn with pleasure that Mr. 
Wilson has collected a little book of lyrics, 
among which that poem is included. It is 
a varied volume, and not all the poems are 
of equal distinction. One poem, however, 
cannot be read without the conviction that 
here are lines that will not die. It is 
“In Memoriam: Kevin Christopher 
O’ Higgins.’’ e poet evidently esteemed 
the murdered statesman with admiration 
and personal affection; his lines breathe 
earnestness. So pure is the diction, so 
musica] the mournful rhythm, that we 
cannot but recognise one of the finest 
Irish poems of our time. When the horror 
of that deed of blood is less immediate in 
our memories, and when men have arisen 
who never knew the feuds of our un- 
happy days, these verses will be read with 
a fuller aPRreTtAtion : 

I had not thought to break the laurel bough 

So soon for thee, the laurel that is green 

in winter lies upon thy epring sine now, 

And all the summer’s promise that had been 

Thy due, and ours, who set our hopes in thee 

Is gone; swift death has left us desolate, 


Nothing remains but from the laurel-tree 
To pluck those branches that befit the great.

Mr. Wilson—as will be seen from this 
slender quotation even by those who are not 
acquainted with his work—uses English in a 
classical fashion. His images always are 
clear-cut and firm. We could wish to find in 
other of the younger lrish poets this quality, 
just as we could wish that Mr. Wilson some- 
times were a little less austere, a little racier. 
The poem, ‘‘ Ballad Song at a Fair,” does 
essay an effect of the stark sort favoured by 
many of the younger school; but we do not 
) mong the poet's successes. He 
writes of (Relfast in the mood of a Western 
poet. ó. would hoist a drum on my 
belly "—jhis is an image clear enough and 
stark enotegh; but we can do without it. Is 
the poet, however, satirising the work of 
his brethren? 

Many poems have echoes of Yeats, both in 
rhythm and in the: use of favourite epithets 
like ‘‘ceremonial.” One or two may be 
suspected of other contemporary influences. 
Yet the poet shows that he can see Ireland 
with as vivid and personal a vision as any, 
as in these lines on Baravore :— 

A a Here when June 
Has brought the meadow hay to height, and 
toppled 
The foxglove heads with bloom, faint clouds 
of smoke 
Drift on the wind from blazing beacons lit 
With whin and heather, till the valley brims 
With wild sweet fragrance, sweeter when the 
night 
Sends up from hidden roof-tree burning larch 
And faggots cut from ash-trees, and black turf 
Creel’d from the stars. 

Who can read lines like these without catch- 
ing the very scent of some Ulster valley—and 
without thinking, perhaps, of the road 
dipping from Ardaghy to homesteads among 
the trees? Here we have the romance that 
wakens nostalgia as in other Irish poets, with 
yet a lucidity that makes the lines the more 
satisfying.

At yesterday s meeting of Dail Eireann 
the motion to adjourn until February 15th 
was carried by 87 votes against 57. 
Labour Party voted with the 
ment. 

Mr. de Valera and his colleagues pleaded 
for a shorter adjournment, but were re- 
minded by Mr. D. Morrissey, who led the 
Labour Party in the absence of Mr. T. J. 
(O'Connell, that all the members of the 
House except those in Fianna Fail ranks 
had been working in the Dail for five 
years, and that there was. work for them 
to do in the constituencies. 

Mr. Blythe, the Minister for Finance. 
explained that there was much ad- 
ministrative work to be done, and the 
estimates had to be prepared. No im- 
portant matter would be neglected owing 
to a long adjournment. 

Mr. de Valera made the remarkable 
claim that the House ought to be allowed 
to discuss the amount and terms of the 
National Loan before it was issued. 


NATIONAL STUD. 


OWNERSHIP STILL IN DISPUTE. 


Mr. T. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
asked the Minister for Finance to state when 
the National Stud and Farm in the County 
Ki.dare would be taken over by the Saorstat. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the ownership of 
the farm and live stock on it was still in 
dispute between the British Government. and 
the Saorstat,-and consequently neither the 
farm nor the live stock had yet been taken 
over by the Government of the Saorstat. 
He added, for the deputy’s information, that 
hh» was legally advised that the stud farm 
belongs to the Saorstat Government, though 
the position in regard to the live stock was 
not quite so clear. It was hoped that before 
lon; it would be possible to reach an agree- 
ment with the British Government in regard 
to the matter. 

The profits and losses for the three years 
ended 1925 were :—1923, loss of £3,395; 1924, 
profit of £3,679; 1925, profit of £9,421 11s. 6d. 
The figures for 1926 were not yet available. 
The profits were being held by the British 
Government pending the settlement of the 
question as to the future of the stud.

STREET TRADERS. 

Mr. ALFRED BYRNE (Ind., N. Dublin) 
asked the Minister if, pending legislation to 
deal with the Greater Dublin Commissioners’ 
proposals, he would issue instructions for the 
withdrawal of all prosecutions against street 
traders in Dublin. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY that 
the answer was in the negative. 

Mr. BYRNE—Is it necessary to persecute 
these people at the Christmas season, wheu 
there is an opportunity of additional 
business ? 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY—Nobody is 
being persecuted. The regulations have been 
made and must be carried out. 

STANDARD BOTTLES. 

Mr. DOLAN, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Finance (for the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce), informed Mr. 
E. Carey (Govt., East Cork) that the ques- 
tion of a limited extension of the time pre- 
scribed (January Ist, 1928) by the Standard 
Botiles Regulations for the coming into force 
of the standard bottle had been under con- 
sideration, but a decision had not yet been 
reached. One difficulty in favourably con- 
sidering such an extension had been created 
by the fact that, although the regulations 
had been in force since February of last year, 
the licensed traders in several areas had not 
given the necessary facilities to the Weights 
Measures Inspectors to enable theit 
stocks of bottles to be verified; and there 
was no indication that an extension of the 
period would effect any substantial improve- 
in the position. 

WESTMEATH REGISTER. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Go, 
vernment, stated, in reply to Mr. M. Jd. 
Kennedy (F.F., Longford-Westmeath), that 
no complaints had been received either that 
qualified persons were no} included, or that 
unqualified persons were included, in the 
for the County Westmeath. Pre 
paration of 4 new register commenced on 
the 15th inst. Collectors were specifically 
warned that neglect to discharge their duties 
fully would involve loss of fees and removal 
from office. That warning would be strictly 
enforced.

Professor O’SULLIVAN (Minister for 
Education), replying to Mr. Frank Fahy 
(F.F. ,Galway), said that the report of the 
Committee of Inquiry. into Inspection of 
National Schools was a lengthy one, which 
contained several very important recommen- 
dations, some of which: entailed additional 
expenditure.

When a decision was come to it would be 
communicated in the official instructions of 
his Department. 

_ ARTERIAL DRAINAGE. 

In reply to a quéstion by Mr. Martin Con- 
lan (Govt., Roscommon), Mr. MULCAHY 
said that he hoped to be able to introduce 
immediately on the re-assembly of the Dail 
an Arterial Drainage (Minor Schemes) Bill. 

AN OMITTED QUESTION. .- 

Mr. S. MacENTEE (F.F.5 Co, Dublin) asked 
if he could raise, on the adjournment, the 
omission from the Order Paper of a question 
which he had addressed to. the Minister for 
Justice. He also complained that questions 
addressed to Ministers by members of his 
party had been unduly censored. 

The SPEAKER said that if the deputy 
thought that he had exceeded his duty, he 
had his remedy. He ruled that the deputy 
could not raise the matter referred to on the 
adjournment. 

EX-SERVICE MEN’S COMMITTEE. 

President COSGRAVE, in reply to Captain 
Redmond, said that he did not think he would 
he able to announce the personnel of the Ex- 
Service Men’s Committee before the adjourn- 
ment. Letters requesting persons to sit on 
the Committee were sent on Wednesday, and 
he could not possibly have replies before the 
adjournment.

Commission was likely to be issued before 
the end of January. If there was not a 
fairly long adjournment the Government would 
not be doing its best in the interests of the 
country. 

STALE, BUT TRUE. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Lab., Tipperary), in 
supporting the motion, reminded Mr. de 
Valera that some of the members had been 
sitting in the House for five and a half years 
Most of the matters that were to be raised 
were important, but they were not more im- 
portant than they were at any time during 
the past five years. 

Mr. DE VALERA—That is stale. 

Mr. MORRISSEY—It may be stale, but it 
is none the less true. I hope that the Pre- 
sident will not use the adjournment to spring 
another election. (Laughter.) 

President ‘COSGRAVE—I am 
unable to go through. it. 

Mr. S. LEMASS (F.F., South Dublin) said 
that if the Government was moving as slowly 
as the Tariff Commission, they would haye to 
speed it up or change the Government. He 
asked if the National Loan was going to be 
floated without any information being given 
to the Dail. 

Mr. BLYTHE—Not until it is done.

Mr. W. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly)—When 
Deputy Lemass and his friends were galavant- 
ing around the country we were unfor- 
tunately doing the donkey work that should 
have been done by the people who are talking 
here to-day. The deputy seems to think that 
the principal work of a representative of this 
House is spouting here. The most important 
work is done with the Departments. We are 
asked now to review during the next few 
weeks the work of this House during the last 
four or five years. Some of the things thev 
are complaining of would never have been 
done if they had been here. 

The SPEAKER—That is a different ques.

They 
had been sitting for twenty-one days, and it 
was 1..W proposed to adjourn for twelve 
weeks. That was most unreasonable. He 
realic-d that public work could not be done 
without a certain amount of talk. That was 
the way of democracy, and that assembly 
was super-democratic, therefore it must have 
super-talkers. Progress had been slow, but 
at the same time a good deal of public 
business had been done. He thought that 
the Labour Party was doing itself an injury 
by supporting the motion. He was anxious 
that they should discuss the prisoners’ 
question, and send a message of hope to 
prisoners who might be in jail at Christmas.

Mr. F. AIKEN (F.F., Louth) said that one 
of the reasons why his party opposed the 
apljournment was that they did not trust the 
Public Safety Act in the hands of the Cumann 
na nGaedheal Executive. They would oppose 
the adjournment until the Executive set up 
an impartial Committee of that House to 
examine the case of prisoners arising out of 
the civil war, or with a political aspect. 

Mr. ALFRED BYRNE (Independent, North 
Dublin) asked whether it would be possible 
to give grants to the unemployed betore the 
House reassembled. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, 
that it would be possible up to the limits of 
the £150,000 

Mr. BYRNE asked if any of the local an- 
thorities had made representations for en 
immediate grant. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that some bodies ‘had 
made application.

question of the adjournment. ! 

With regard to prisoners whose cases had 
heen before the Courts and who were now 
serving sentences—was it suggested that any 
light-headed person could come into the Dail 
and put down a motion about a certain 
prisoner, and that they should then have a 
ful'-dress debate’? That was not a business 
way of approaching the matter. If there 
were a case for revision it should not be dis- 
cussed there. Such a proposal did not indi- 
cate an appreciation of th» responsibilities of 
citizenship. The references to the Tariff 
Commission he did no! take as serious at 
all. Werhaps he was wrong, but during the 
last few months they had been told they 
were to have prohibition of imports except 
under licence. He did not know what that 
meant. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that the President 
would get all the information if he allowed 
these matters to be discussed. 


TOO BUSY. 

President COSGRAVE said that he was 
a very busy man, and had not time for that. 
A considerable amount of the time spent 
there might have been devoted to more useful 
work. The deputies on the Government 
benches had not spoken very often, and had 
wasted very little time. . The Fianna Fail 
deputies, emancipated from the shackles which 
they had put upon themselves, had of neces- 
sity much more vim and desire to discuss 
all these matters than the deputies who had 
been in the House for five years. Making 
all allowances, he was satisfied that none of 
the words of wisdom they had heard in that 
debate would give very much satisfaction to 
the people who had sent the Fianna Fail 
deputies there 

With regard to relief schemes, if the com- 
mittee recommended smal! or isolated schemes, 
moneys would be forthcoming out of the 
grant. 

The Committee to deal with the ex-Service 
men would be small. Any facilities that the 
members requested for going to the cotintry 
would, he thought, be granted by the Execu- 
tive Council. He thought that the sittings 
ought to be private, but that was a matter 
on which he would be guided by the com- 
mittee. 

Captain REDMOND—About how many 
members will he on the committee? 

President COSGRAVE—I do not think 
it ought to be larger than three. 

Continuing, he said that the terms upon 
which a loan could be floated did not depend 
upon what the Dail thought, but upon the 
credit of the country, and upon the needs of 
the Exchequer. 

Mr. DF VALERA asked if the House had 
not a right to say that they would not make 
loans on certain terms, or what the amount 
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President said the 
Oireachtas by Act had given the Executive 
the power to float loans. 

Mr. DE VALERA asked if there was any 
provision hy which the Honse could be sum- 
moned at the request of any number of 
deputies. 

President COSGRAVE said that the 
House must be summoned by the President 
of the Executive Council. 

Mr. DE VALERA asked whether he would 
be in order to move as an. amendment that 
the House should continue in session for a 

» and then that it should adjourn 


for a period of one month, and that on the 
request of forty members the House should 
be called together. 

The SPEAKER said that the motion had 
been tabled since the previous day, and it 
had been under discussion for a couple of 
hours. He did not think that he could accept 
an amendment at that stage. 

Mr. DE VALERA—AII we can do is vote 
against, it. 

On a division the metion was carried by 
87 votes to 57 

PRIVATE BILLS. 

The DEPUTY-SPEAKER (Mr. P. Hogan, 
Clare) explained that the private bills which 
had been ‘affected by the general election 
were:—The Dun Laoghaire, Blackrock and 
Dalkey Corporation Bill, the Dublin Port 
and Docks Board (Bridge) Bill, and the Cork 
Harbour Bill. The Dun Laoghaire, Black- 


rock and Dalkey Bill had passed the first 
stage in the Senate. 


The Cork Harbour Bill 
was in the same position. The Dublin Port 
and Docks Board Bill had been referred to a 
Joint Committee of both Houses, and would 
have to go through the same formality again. 

Mr. de Valera withdrew his objection, and 
the House passed a motion concurring with 
the Senate in their resolution allowing the 
promoters to proceed with the bills without 
having to pav new fees in respect of any 
stage upon which fees had been already paid. 

The ple (No. 2) Bill passed through 
Committee and its other stages without dis- 
cussion, 

The Defence Forces (Temporary Provisions) 
(No. 2) Bill, 1927, passed its final stages. 

DECLARATION OF ALLEGIANCE. 

The debate on the second stage of the 
Local Government (No. 2) Bill, 1927, intro- 
duced by Mr. de Valera and Mr. N. 1. 
O’Kelly, was resumed by Mr. M, Cleary 
(F.F., Mayo North) in an almost empty 
House. Speaking in Irish, he said that it 
was his belief that, in enforcing the declara- 
tion of loyalty from public servants, they 
were not doing any benefit to the State or to 
the peace of the country. 

Professor TIERNEY (Government, N.U.TI.) 
opposed the bill for the reason that he 
believed in the necessit’ for the Gaelicisa 
tion of the country. Deputy de Valera advo- 
vated the unity of the people on the prin- 
ciple that any small band should attack the 
majority in the State. The only thing that 
the declaration did was to ensure majority 
rule and prevent the use of violence against 
the State. 

Mr. P. J. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said 
that the whole significance of Sinn Fein had 
been an attempt to go back upon the 
of a vneaceful movement towards freedom. 
He submitted that the test did not deal 
with the question of violence at all, and 
contended that there was not a majority 
returned to the House in favour of retaining 
the test. He said that there were some 
people in that House who were prepared to 
place the British Empire before Ireland. 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Govt., North Dublin)— 
Name. 

Mr. LITTLE said that he could challenge 
Deputy Cooper, for instance, as being willing 
to do so. 

Major COOPER (Govt., County Dublin) — 
I put Ireland first. If I put the Empire first 
I would have left Ireland four years ago. 
Fifteen thousand electors gave me their first 
preference. 

Mr. LITTLE said that he hoped that when 
the next conflict came on between the British 
Empire and Ireland Deputy Cooper wouid 
prove the strength of his commitments. 

RESENTMENT. 

Mr. 8S. McENTEE (F.F., Dublin County) 
said that declarations of the sort in question 
were valueless, and he attributed to members 
of the Government the violation of certain 
declarations that they had solemnly taken. 
Here was a Government, he said, that asked 
the House to enforce a declaration which 
Ministers themselves had in the past proved 


basis 


to be useless. If officials were compelled to 
take the declaration it would breed resent- 
ment, not loyalty, in their breasts, and it 
would engender in them feelings of disgust 
and hate, and a desire for revenge. 

“ We will not,” he said, “ be responsible 
for any commitments entered into by a 
narrow majority in this House, and remember 
that though we are in a minority to-day, we 
are .going to be a majority to-morrow.’’ 

The debate was adjourned, 

On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
M. J. KENNEDY (F.F., Westmeath-Long- 
ford) called attention to the hardship in- 
flicted on small farmers through the enforce- 
ment of decrees for non-payment of land 
annuities, and the seizure of for the 
non-payment of rates. 

Mr. R. WALSH (F.F., South Mayo): sug 
gested that the Land Commission, for -the 
next three months should, if possible, not 
enforce decrees for the non-payment of land 
annuities. 

Mr. J. CASSIDY (Labour, Donegal) also 
appealed to the Government to hold their 
hands as to evictions and the enforcement of 
decrees. e 

Mr. FITTXGERALD-EENNKY, Minister for 
Justice, said that his department had no 
power to interfere with the sheriff in the 
execution of writs. Land annuities must he 
paid. If they were not paid by the occupiers 
of the land they must be paid out of the 
rates. 

The House then adjourned until 15th Feb- 
ruary.

THE LATE REV. FE. M‘VICAR.

THE IRISH IN SCOTLAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I am afraid I am not capable of re- 
plying effectively to one who is Secretary of 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians. He speaks 
as if he knew the Irish population on Clyde- 
side and in Liverpool district, but he quite 
certainly does not know many things. He 
is ignorant of the high standard of educa 
tion in Scotland for many generations past— 
even in the most remote districts and in 
the Hebrides—of the high moral and reli- 
gious atmosphere and independent upright- 
ness of these generations of pure-bred Scots, 
and of the social atmosphere on Clydeside 
when the Irish were in a small minority. I 
admit that the change is part of the after- 
math of war and the trend of present-day 
*‘ enlightenment,’’ which are world-wide. I 
also admit there are Irish and Irish, having 
lived here and made many friends during 
the last twenty years. 

The Secretary of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians evidently does not know that the 
thousands of Irish who have flocked into 
Clydeside during the last thirteen years have 
gone almost entirely for one or all of these 
reasons—to work at munitions (and so get 
through the ‘‘tribunal’’) during the war, 
to get peace to live in a country free from 
eivil war and private vendetta, to get the 
inestimable benefits of free and advanced 
education under the latest Scottish Education 
Act, or knowing there was no possibility of 
regular employment, to get some sort of job 
for a short time and then “ go on the dole.”’ 
They have almost exclusively carried on the 
“no rent war,” and pay none, nor taxes, 
even yet if they can possibly get out of it. 
I have known the facts since I was young, 


and have watched the development of the | 


evil. The ‘‘leaven ” certainly is working in 
one direction that the natives of Scotland 
almost universally deplore—that of the pro- 
faning of the Sabbath. A smal] proportion 
of the Scottish-born population do partici- 
pate in this, but only a small one, because 
the '“leaven,” so far, thank goodness, has 
not ‘‘leavened the whole lump.’’ Scotland 
has been unwilling to pass laws against a 
sister country for which she has a very sin- 
cere regard, but evidently she will be driven 
to some measure in that direction. | What 
would the Secretary of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians say if he saw the state of things 
reversed? J know that at one time the 
North of Ireland was colonised by Scots, 
and Mr. Nugent does not need to have it 
pointed out to him that, save for the world- 
wide slump in business, it has always been 
the most successful part of Ireland in the 
way of business and industry.—Yours,

It is regrettable that the Clonmel 
Citizens’ Committee did not in any way con- 
sult this Association before committing them- 
selves to the statement embodied in the reso- 
lution, more especially as Mr. T. Morris, the 
well-known and respected Secretary of the 
Irish Coursing Club, appears by your report 
to have been present. He, being also a 
member of the Committee of this Association, 
is fully acquainted with all the steps taken 
with the late Government to bring to fruition 
the long promised game legislation. 1 sent 
him the invitation and agenda to attend the 
committee meeting held here on Tuesday 
last, 22nd inst., when the latest developments 
were considered, and a deputation nominated 
to wait upon the Minister for Justice. 

The negotiations for ' legislation to 
simplify and to bring the statutes dealing 
with game preservation up-to-date” were 
initiated by the late Government in a letter 
to this Association, when my committee was 
asked to draw up a-memorandum on the 
whole question of game preservation in the 
Free State. An advisory report was then 
drawn up by this Association in collaboration 
with the coursing clubs, and duly presented 
to the Government, who acknowledged its 
receipt. A conference was subsequently held 
in the Department of Justice, at which repre- 
sentatives of this Association and represen- 
tatives of the Irish coursing clubs were 
present, and jointly consulted on the pro-

THE BRAY RAILWAY SERVICE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I have read with interest the two 
letters which have already appeared in your 
on the above subject since I had 


columns 
o the general manager ot the Great 


written 1 
Southern Railways some months ago, draw 
ing attention to the same question of the 
antiquated rolling-stock which is considered 
goud enough for the suburban traffic on the 
south-eastern section, and the need for a 
more progressive policy if the ‘bus: competi- 
effectively countered. So far, 
however, the company have failed to give 
any indication that they consider their 
suburban traffic worth fighting for. although 
it ought to one of their most valuable 
sources of revenue. 

Have they ever considered the expediency 

of operating large Sentinel-Cammell steam 
coaches. as used in England. and elsewhere, 
as auxiliaries to their Bray trains? These 
could be ruií at frequent intervals, tickets 
being issued by the guard as in the case of 
a ‘bus or tram service, and could stop at 
Sandymount and Merrion’ platforms, in 
addition to the regular stations, with advan- 
tage. Such a service ought to be more 
economical than the wasting of comparatively 
powerful steam locomotives on loads of three 
antiquated and shabby six-wheeled coaches 
on stopping trains to Dalkey, as at present, 
A considerably accelerated half-hourly train 
service could then be run to Bray and 
Greystones, stopping only at Blackrock, 
Kingstown, Dalkey and Killiney; and, tf 
modern steam-heated bogie coaches were pro- 
vided on all trains, it would soon recapture 
the traflic from the ‘buses. Incidentally, it 
is a question whether it would not pay to 
reopen the. Glasnevin and Drumcondra 
stations and give the residents of these 
districts a direct service over the Loop Line 
the seaside. 
As regards the queston of fares, although 
the ordinary single rates in force prior to 
and since the amalgamation are reasonable, 
it would probably be worth while to try 
the effect of issuing daily return tickets te 
and from all suburban stations at reduced 
rates, and, as in the case of the existing 
cheap afternoon tickets, making these return 
tickets, and also season tickets, available to 
any of the city stations—Westland row, ‘lara 
street and Amiens street. At present there 
is not sufficient inducement to the ordinary 
once-a-day traveller to tie himself down to 
travelling by rail for a month or longer at 
a time by taking a season ticket, and no 
inducement at all to take a return ticket. 
Consequently he now takes "bus, tram or 
occasionally train, as may be convenient, 
and a fixed revenue from this source is lost to 
the company 

In the case of women the inducement to 
take a season ticket does exist, since, for 
some mysterious reason, the company conveys 
them, irrespective of size and weight, at 
two-thirds the rates charged for the mere 
man—possibly, of course, as a lure for the 
latter. Some concessions as regards fares 
certainly appear to be advisable, coupled 
with better accommodation; but, unless the 
Great Southern manacement wake up very 
quickly to the necessity for more go-ahead 
methods, it will be too late, since the "bus 
habit, once acquired by the suburbanite, is 
liable to become permanent.—Yours, etc.,

DOCTOR’S VIGOROUS 


PROTEST IN COURT,

; LONGFORD, Thursday. 
_ Much ae interest was taken in proceed- 
ings at i Tin District Court to-day, in 
which the Lanesborough General nm TA 
Stores, Limited, of which Dr. J. A. O' “á 
loran, M.B., D.P.H., is the managing direc- 
tor, was prosecuted at the instance of the 
National Health and Unemployment Insur- 
ance Commissioners and the Ministry of In- 
dustry and Commerte for failure to stamp 
the cards of employés of the firm. 

Several witnesses were examined to prove 
that their cards were not stamped while they 
were in the employment of the defendant 
company. 

In reply to questions by Dr. O'Halloran, 
who represented the firm, all the employés 
stated that they did not require their ca. ds 
to be stamped, and had no use for the 
benefits offered by the Act. One witness 
said that he agreed with the doctor that 
the whole thing was a fraud. 

r. he, acting Justice, reminded Dr. 
O'Halloran that the fact that his employés 
agreed with him that it was not necessary 
to stamp their cards did not free him from 
his responsibility as an employer. 

Dr. O’Halloran—I regard the statute as a 
fraud—a colossal swindle. 

Mr. Roche—Of course, that may be your 
opinion, but I have to admjnister the law 
as I find it. 

Dr. O’Halloran—I am doing my best to 
get that statute repealed, and I expect that 

will succeed. 

Mr. Roche—But, in the meantime, it is 
the law. 

TO LEAVE THE COUNTRY. 

Dr. O’Halloran—In the meantime, it will 
not affect me very much, because I intend 
to realise my assets and clear out of this 
country at once. I intend before I go to 
destroy that law—with all my heart and 
soul I intend to do that. 

Mr. Roche—I must deal with the cases 
before me according to the law as it stands 
now, not according to what you intend. 

Dr. O’Halloran—I agree, but I want to 
Say publicly that it is a rotten Act, and 
when say that in a public court I 
know what I am _ talking about. 
Time and again, as a_ certifying 
surgeon under the Act. I have had to pro- 
vide provisional relief for those who were 
entitled to benefits. If I did not do that 
they could starve to death before they re-

EATING ITS OWN TAIL.

In reply to a question by Mr. Delany, State 
Solicitor, who prosecuted, Dr. O’Halloran 
exclaimed: '' This is no country for a man of 
honesty and ability to try to live in. I am 
leaving it as soon as I can. This country is 
eating its own tail.” 

Mr. Delany—If it contents itself to 
extent we are all right. (Laughter.) 

Dr. O’Halloran—You are aware, Mr. 
Delany, that I am a valuable citizen; that 
you would have no roads in this county only 
for me. (Dr. O’Halloran went to jail as a 
protest against the bad roads in the coimty 
in 1925, refusing to pay a fine on a conviction 
for not paying motor tax.) “I will smash 
this Act,” he added, “ because ninety per 
cent, of the population do not want it.’ 

Mr. Delany—-You missed your opportunity 
at the last election. 

Dr. O’Halloran—I consider my ability and 
honesty as a citizen an asset not to be 
de: pised by any country. 

Mr. Delany—Certainly, doctor. We must 
admit your ability and your honesty of pur- 
pose. 

Dr. O’Halloran produced a list of salaries 
that are paid under the National Health In- 
surance, and was questioning the inspector, 
Mr. Samuel Bolton, as to his salary, but the 
question was ruled out as irrelevant by the 
District Justice.

RECORD.

“ Although a small nation, the Irish have 
done. more for the world than any other 
nation.” 

This claim was made last night by the 
Very Rev. R. A. Harnett, D.D., C. — 
Provincial, in responding to the toast ‘‘ The 
Provincial and the ‘Presidents of the Con- 
stituent Colleges’’ at the annual dinner of 
the Blackrock .College Union last night, held 
in the Dolphin Hotel, Dublin. 

After congratulating Rockwell and Black- 
rock Colleges on their successful year’s ‘work 
both in ‘scholastic attainments and in the 
arena of football, he said that. he did not 
think he had anything. else to talk about 
except the gloomy Dean. 

When a géntleman, he went on, makes a 
mistake he apologises for it: otherwise he is 
not a gentleman. When a gentleman tells a 
lie and knows it is a lie, he takes it back: 
otherwise he is not a gentleman. 

“ Now, if Catholicity is a sign of being low 
bred, then I have nothing to say; but we 
know that generations of Catholicity in 
Ireland have given to all the people of to-day 
the most beautiful refinement there is to be 
found on the earth—the refinement of the 
Catholic Church, 

“Go into any one c@ our colleges in any 
part of Ireland; go into a thatched cottage, 
and there you will find wanners and refine- 
ment that you will not very often find in the 
palaces of those who boast that they have got 
the only refinement that there is. 

“* All the people, no matter who they are, 
are not low bred. We are sterling Catholics, 
and of that we are proud; but, of course, I 
know that if our names were Inge or Ing, or 
add an § and make it Singe or something 
else, then we could go back to the gorilla 
sermons. 

ADAM OR APES. 

“We do not wish to go back to. find if our 
origin were among the gorillas. We come 
from Adam and Eve, and have got the refine- 
ment of Adam and Eve, and those who preach 
the gorilla sermons and talk of low-bred 
people can trace their descent back to the 
climbers of trees and that sort of thing, 
(Laughter.) 

“I do not think I have anything else to 
say on the subject except to remark’ that 
[rish people have goné all over the world and 
hold the finest positions, the most responsible 
positions, at nearly all the English-speaking 
parts of the earth to-day. 

‘They would find that everywhere in 
America People were driven out of this 
country, and very often sent across the seas 
in a coffin ship. 

He had been down in the south of America 
and there found the descendants of these 
people to he the cream of the community. 
They were men and women of refinement. 
He had been in other parts of America and 
wherever they carried the Irish name it was 
respected. 


BLACKROCK’S RUGBY TEAM. 

He mentioned that the three constituent 
Colleges had now 800 students, and asked 
that students of Blackrock College who had 
played with the rugby team should, when 
coming from the Universities, return and 
play with Blackrock. If they did not Black- 
rock College team would, he said, not only 
be the best in Ireland, but the best in the 
United Kingdom. (Applause.) 

Mr. Micheal Smidic, President of the Union, 
proposing the toast of “The Provincial and 
President of the Constituent College,” said 
that all unions were bound by the ties of 
loyal regard for their alma mater, and what- 
ever be the case of other school unions, for 
the members of the Blackrock Union it was 
not merely a case of loyal regard, but a case 
of affection, pride and gratification for their 
school. gá rá The Union was founded 
a quarter of a century ago, and they had 
that night one hundred per cent. of their 
past officers present, which indicated the 
affection they had for their aima mater; and 
that applied also to the constituent Colleges 
of Rockwell and St. Mary's. (Applause.) 

The students had stood the tests of public 


‘examinations, and also the greater test, of the 


world. He congratulated Rockwell on its 
magnificent examination record last year 
—/(Hear, hear)—and Blackrock, he added, was 
not very far behind. (Applause.)

NO EVIDENCE OF CONSPIRACY. 

“ There is no evidence at all in the plain- 
tiff’s case of the existence of ‘any conspiracy 
on the part of the defendants, or any of 
them, to» defraud him of his money,’’ said 
Mr. Justice Brown, in giving judgment, on 
the application for a direction that there 
was no evidence to go to the jury on the 
conspiracy clause in the statement of claim 
against the defendants. . 

The judge said that he accepted the defini- 
tion of conspiracy which Mr. Murphy for the 
plaintiff quoted to him from Halsbury’s ‘‘Law 
of England.” ‘That conspiracy was an agree- 
ment of two or more persons to doaa wrong- 
ful and harmful act to others. The con- 
spiracy pleaded in that case was that the 
defendants had each of them between Novem- 
ber 1, 1919, and September 29, 1923, con- 
spired together to defraud the plaintiff, 
amongst other persons, of his moneys, 

Conspiracy was agreement, and it was very 
Mico to find any direct evidence given of 
the existence of such agreement. Conspuira- 
tors did not meet in the open, and did not 
usually make their‘ agreements in the open, 
or before other parties. It was more usual 
to find the truth of a conspiracy not in 
direct evidence of actual agreement, but by 
a mere influence of the overt acts, the cun- 
duct of the parties which tended so obviously 
towards a wrongful object as to suggest that 
they must have arisen in agreement to bring 
it about. 

MESSRS. KLEINWORT’S LETTER. 

In that case Mr. Murphy had relied cn 
what he said was some evidence of actual 
agreement or arrangement between some of 
the parties. He relied on a letter written in 
January, 1920, by Messrs. Kleinwort, Sons 
and Company to Mr. R. <A. Workman, 
the opening sentence of which was :—‘‘ We 
take this opportunity to confirm the arrange- 
mént made with you regarding the finance 
necessary for the purchase of the shares of 
the above company.” He could not see in 
that letter any sis hin of anything but what 
it stated.

LADY IVEAGH IN

VIEWS ON WOMAN 
FRANCHISE. 


LABOUR PROBLEMS—A 
POSSIBLE SOLUTION,

Lady Iveagh, C.B.E., the newly-elected 
member of Parliament for Southend-on- 
Sea, arrived in Dublin, via: Kingstown 
yesterday morning. She was accompanied 
by Lord Iveagh, and they stayed for a 
time at their residence in St. Stephen's 
Green, before starting on a motor journey 
to Lord Iveagh’s residence at Cong, 
County Galway. 

Lady Iveagh’s object is to rest after the 
strenuous exertions of her election 
campaign ; she will return to London pro- 
bably on Saturday or Monday next. 

Lady Iveagh (née Lady Gwendolen 
Onslow, eldest daughter of the fourth Earl 
of Onslow) has been in politics since she 
was a child. She comes of a family with 
strong political traditions, and she is 
the twenty-second of its members to sit in 
Parliament. Three of them have been 
Speakers of the House of Commons. Lady 
Iveagh was Chairman of the Women’s 
Unionist Association of England and 
Wales, and,as a reward for her political 
services she was created C.B.E. in 1920. 


WOMEN’S FRANCHISE. 

In a special interview with an Irish 
Times representative, yesterday morning, 
Lady Iveagh discussed various subjects, 
including women’s franchise and the un- 
employment problem Incidentally she 
said that she had many relatives and 
friends here, and would be moving back- 
wards and forwards frequently. 

On the subject of the franchise for 
women at twenty-one years of age, Lady 
Iveagh made some interesting observa- 
tions. ‘‘ The emancipation of women,” 
she said, “began a century ago and has 
been progressing slowly ever since, and I 


Women have absolutely established 
their position in the political world. 
| do not think from any quarter 
there has been the slightest breath 
of criticism as to how they had exer- 
cised the responsibilities entrusted to 
them.—Mr. Neville Chamberlain, 
British Minister of Health. 


do not see how anyone is going to stop it 
now. Women have been admitted into 
every sphere of public life, and there is 
no reason why they should not be admitted 
to the franchise. That is the only thing 
they have not got. After all, a girl of 
twenty-one years can stand for Parlia- 
ment; yet she cannot vote. The position 
is most illogical. It is only a question of 
time, however; it must come. Yes,” she 
continued, “these things work very much 
more slowly, but more strangely, than 
people think ”’ 

“Where will it all lead to?’’ Lady 
Tveagh was then asked. 

“Ido not know,” she replied thought- 
fully ; “but quite obviously the process of 
evolution is tending in one direction. 
History will show whether the ultimate 
effect will be good or bad.”’ 

“But # the emancipation of women 

leads to their attaining such a status, 
mental and physical, that they will no 
longer care for the home, what about the 
preservation of the race?” 
“Well,” Lady Iveagh answered, ‘I do 
not think that that is any problem ; for 
the very large bulk of the women will 
remain in the home, where the very large 
majority are at present.” 

“ And which is their proper sphere?” 

Lady Iveagh smiled. “Ah! no. You 
are like all other men,” she said, 
reprovingly. ‘“Time—and very possibly 
our own lifetime—will show the first 
results. I will tell you, I am certain we 
will have the franchise very soon, because 
it has been promised by all the Unionist 
leaders, including Mr. Bonar Law and 
Mr, Baldwin.’’ 

Asked next about the possible effect of 
the franchise in increasing the number 
of women members of Parliament, Lady 
Iveagh said—'' I do not think it will make 
a great deal of difference.” 

“Can you explain why!" 

“It is very much the same in every 
country,’ Lady Iveagh replied; “ for, 
unless women have already made a con- 
siderable mark in one way or another in 
public life, it is very difficult for them to 
succeed in politics. Many men, on the 
other hand, who are quite unknown and 
just beginning in public life, get in. The 
cause is, I think, the innate con- 
servatism of the British race. They are 
very slow to develop new ideas.” 


A MAJORITY IN THE HOUSE. 
“Will women ever have a majority in 
the House of Commons? ” 

“Tt will be controlled by a majority of 
women, but not in our time,’’ she replied. 
‘Can you, then, visualise the time when 
women will rule the world and men will 
do the housework ?’’ 

Lady Iveagh laughed merrily, and 
said—‘‘ J do not want to prophecy. Such 
an event would be against the designs of 
nature. After all, the average woman 
does not care about leaving her children. 
This fact, therefore, limits the number of 
women who are free to give themselves to 
political work. 

“ But would not the same apply to men: 
for they would be reluctant to give up 
steady work for the uncertainties of 
political life?” 

“Not altogether,’ was her answer. 
“Many members are recruited from the 
legal and journalistic professions.” 

THE LABOUR MARKET. 
Speaking of the competition between 
men and women in the labour market, 
Lady. Iveagh said that in many ways it 
was very bad, but then there was one 
big solution of the unemployment pro- 
blem in England. Despite the fact that 
a million of men had been killed in the 
Great War, yet statistics showed that 
there were a million more men employed 
in England to-day than before the war. 
There had been a startling growth of 
population, which was estimated, she 
thought, at a quarter of a million every 
year. Then the average age of life was 
now very much longer, with the result 
that fewer people were going out of the 
labour market. The solution of this 
problem lay in the overseas Dominions. 

“ England,” she said, is purely a manu- 
facturing country, and there is a great 
opening for its goods in the Empire 
markets, where, for sentimental and other 
reasons, British goods are given prefer- 
ence. If this overseas market were de- 
veloped the industries at home would 
absorb all the unemployed. In exchange 
England would bay her foodstuffs from 
her Dominions, Then it would naturally 
happen that the Dominions would need 
more people, and would absorb the sur-

FLYING HOTEL. 


THE WORLD’SGREATEST 
AIRSHIP. 


- 


Sir Samuel Hoare, Secretary of State for 
Air, will inspect to-day the 5,000,000 cubic 
feet: Empire airship which is being built for 
the Air Ministry in East Yorkehire. It is 
the largest and most powerful air vessel ever 
constructed. 

Just forward of the centre of the framework 
a complete hotel has been built into the ship. 
This wonder of the flying world is four 
storeys high. On what may be called the 
ground floo:, which projects slightly below 
the keel of the ship, will be the control and 
navigating rooms. The crew, numbering 50, 
will be accommodated on the second floor. 

The two top floors have been equipped on a 
lavish scale to provide living accommodation 
and amusement for 100 passengers. On the 
third floor ie a dining room tor 50 people. 
When cleared it provides a smooth dancing 
fioor. On long Trans-Continental flights 
passengers will dance in this aerial ballroom 
to wireless music picked up from the broad- 
casting stations of many countries, 

Kitchens and two and four bunk berths are 
also to be found on this floor, while on either 
side is a long broad veranda. All the hundred 
passengers can be accommodated on these 
verandas, which are quite weatherproof. The 
sides of the airship opposite these verandas 
are covered in glass to allow an open view 
of the country over which the ship is flying. 

The top storey contains the remaining 
berths, and a lounge from which passengers 
can look down into the diningroom and ball- 
room below. The entire passenger quarters 
will be lighted. by electricity and electric 
radiators, and fans will keep them at an 
equable temperature. 

Four thousand twe hundred horse-power is 
required to drive the ship, and this is pro- 
vided by six of the new 700 h.p. Rolls Royce 
Condor engines. The ship will be able to 
travel at 75 miles an hour for 4,500 miles 
without stopping. 

Some idea of this marvel of construction is 
gained when it is réalised that the dimensions 
of the new airship are approximately those 
of a fifty thousand ton battleship, and yet 
the entire ship, with a full complement of 
passengers. wil! only weigh 156 tons.

WEDDING. 


800 GUESTS AT THE CHURCH. 

For hours large crowds stood outside St. 
Margaret's, Westminster, London, in pouring 
rain yesterday to see the arrival of Lady 
Mary, the youngest daughter of the Marquis 
aud Marchioness of Bath, for her marriage to 
Lord Nunburnholme. So large was the crowd 
that many women fainted. The bride’s dress, 
which was designed by the young Cambridge 
graduate dressmaker, Mr. Norman Hartness, 
was of rich ivory-tinted velvet. She wore a 
lovely veil of old lace, and her shoulder train 
of velvet had long silver bands of lamé, which 
curved into oval points, divided ‘‘ fishtail” 
fashion as it swept the ground. It was 
patterned in a Gothic archway design—de- 
fined by curved bands of silver lame—out- 
lined with crystals and diamante. Seed pearls 
and crystal and silver embroidery relieved the 
plainness of the corsage and marked the 
classical waistline, from which the ample 
skirt fell in soft rippling folds. The touches 
of silver on her gown gave out a brilliant 
glimmer as she walked up the nave.

Lady Iveagh denied that unemployment 
was caused by the invasion of men’s occu- 
pations during and after the war by girls, 
who provided cheap labour; so that, 
where men before earned sufficient to sup- 
port a family, these girls could barely 
earn enough to keep themselves. She 
pointed out that the worst unemployment 
existed in the “ heavy ” industries, such 
as steel and mining, where no women were 
employed. The cause of the unemploy- 
ment in the coal industry was the in- 
creasing use of oil, electricity and water 
for power-generating purposes on land and 
sea. ; 
Asked for her opinion on the prospects 
and outlook of the Irish Free State, Lady 
Iveagh said that she did not know enough 
about the politics of this country to make 
any comment. “I have not really had 
time,” she continued, “for politics in 
England to-day are difficult enough.” 
“Do you think that they are as difficult 
as they were in the days when the Irish 
Nationalist members sat in the House of 
Commons '' 

“Why not?” was her answer, “I see 
by this morning’s paper that four members 
of the House were suspended last night. 
I think the Labour Party are very good 
successors to the Irish Party.’’ 

It was then suggested to Lady Iveagh 
that she should stand for the Dail. She 
laughed, and observed—‘‘ He who touches 
politics in this country burns his fingers.

There were a number of electric light 
failures yesterday in London, Hull and 
Belfast. 

Just as the light failed in London, Stor- 
mont Castle, Belfast, the official residence 
of Viscount Craigavon, Prime Minister 
of Northern Ireland—-where a reception 
was being held—was plunged into dark- 
ness. It was some little time before the 
fault was rectified. 

The electricity supply also failed at 
Hull, and business and amusements: were 
stopped for half an hour. An operation 
which was taking place at the Royal In- 
firmary was continued in candle light. 
Church bazaars were temporarily sus- 
pended, but some cinema halls carried on 
with an alternative supply of gas. 

In London the Houses of Parliament, 
the Home Office, Scotland Yard and large 
portions of Westminster, Victoria and 
Paddington were plunged into darkness.

CANDLES IN THE

LORDS DEBATE IN THE 
DARK. 

There were remarkable scenes when the 
electric light failed in the West End of 
London. In the Palace of Westminster 
scores of members were at tea, and by 
the light of matches members groped 
their way into the corridors. 

The rooms of Ministers were raided, and 
the only available lights—the candles 
used for sealing official letters—were taken 
into the Chamber and placed on the table 
on the despatch boxes and on the seats. 

Commander Kenworthy was speaking 
when the lights failed, and, although he 
wanted to go on with a candle in his 
hand so that he could follow his notes, 
the House refused to listen to speeches. 
After the first few minutes members 
thoroughly enjoyed the situation. Then 
an armful of candles was brought in, and 
the Prime Minister, assisted by Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, Lord Curzon, Lord- Titch- 
field, Mr. J. H. Thomas and others, set 
to work to arrange them to the best 
advantage. 


A RUSSIAN PLOT. 

“I suggest that Russia is at the bottom 
of this? a member shouted, amid 
laughter; while the unmistakable voice 
of Mr. Kirkwood was heard booming out: 
“ We are now going to hold a Mass for 
the body of the Government.” The Prime 
Minister and the Chief Government ‘Whip 
(Commander Eyres Monsell) led. the 
laughter which greeted this sally. 

‘Cannot we go on?” came the plaintive 
voice of Commander Kenworthy now. and 
then: from the darkness. But no one 
would listen to him. 

After about twenty-five minutes’ the 
lights were suddenly switched on in the 
Ladies’ Gallery. “ Ladies first,” yelled 
members delightedly, and cheered lustily. 
The lights promptly went out again. A 
minute or two later they came on again 
palely, but again not for long. With a 
few sickly flickers they went out. 

Lights were bright and dull in turn for 
a long time, but the Speaker went back 
to the chair after a delay of thirty-five 
minutes, and the debate was resumed. 

The candles were kept burning, for it 
was some time before the lighting in the 
Chamber was restored. 


IN THE LORDS. 

In the House of Lords the Earl of 
Birkenhead had just ended an _ hour’s 
speech when the lights failed. Lord 
Olivier continued his speech in total dark- 
ness, until Lord Salisbury suggested that 
the House should adjourn for half-an- 
hour. 


BIG BEN’S LIGHT GOES OUT. 

The lights in Big Ben went out, and at 
Scotland Yard officers scurried to various 
parts of the building. looking for candles. 

Paddington Station was not affected, 
although there was a breakdown for fifteen 
minutes in the surrounding districts. 


OPERATIONS INTERRUPTED. 

At St. Mary’s Hospital, Paddington, a 
surgeon had just reached the most delicate 
part of an operation when the light went 
out. The hospitals are- prepared for such 
emergency, and in a few seconds a dresser 
had lighted an acetylene lamp, which he 
held while the surgeon completed the 
operation. 

A similar incident occurred at West- 
minster Hospital, but in that case that 
dressing had been virtually completed, 
and the patient was within a few minutes 
of being taken back to his ward. 

The big stores in the Westminster area 
itself carrying on by candle light.sold gross 
upon gross of candles, during the three- 
quarters of an hour or so the breakdown

MEXICO CITY, Wednesday. 

A custom of 400 years has been abolished 
in Mexico by an order prohibiting newsboys, 
beggars, and homeless people from sleeping 
on doersians. street corners, and vacant lots. 
For years scores of newsboys have slept. in 
a great hole under the cement pavement in 
the Zocalo, or the main park, in Mexico City. 
The city will now provide dormitories for the 
homeless and homes for those unable to work 
or in indigent circumstances, according to the 
new Order. 
The biggest of these homes is being housed 
in a large building belonging to the Soldedad 
church. Use of the building has beén granted 
by President Calles in pursuance of his policy 
of turning to useful purposes annex bui — 
and church property abandoned by the 
Catholic clergy. 
All homeless urchins sleeping in the streets 
will be sent to the home, given supper and 
breakfast, and comfortable beds. An attempt 
will be made to educate them sufficiently to 
enable them to make a living. Motion pic- 
tures, music and lectures will be given at the 
home to attract the waifs and to improve 
them mentally and morally. A gymnasium 
also will be installed. :

From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
Dail Eireann yesterday witnessed the 
strange spectaéle of 57 deputies voting 
against a holiday for themselves, and 57 
other deputies insisting upon their taking 
it. In other words, the Government had 
a majority of no fewer than thirty on 
the President's motion that the House 
adjourn until February 15th next. 
Fianna Fail fought furiously to 
have the Christmas recess cut down 
to a week or two. Of course, it was 
generally known that Mr. de! Valera and 
Co. were going to oppose the President’s 
motion, but nobody anticipated that they 
would utilise the opportunity to advertise 
the fact that they were utter neophytes in 
Parliamentary matters. 

“Í think,” said President Cosgrave at 
the close of the debate, “Fianna Fail will 
have to recruit its party from’ better 
sources.” And eyerybody—outside Fianna 
_Fail—who had listened to the two hours’ 
‘debate, was inclined to agree with him. 


MR. DE VALERA’S STRING OF 
OBJECTIONS. 

The Opposition leader opposed the ad- 
journment on a VvaNety of grounds— 
because the Public Safety Act was in 
force ; because none of éhe £150,000 avail- 
able for relief could bá utilised during the 
recess ; because eee i ae wanted to see

TEACHING THE NOVICES. 

The Minister of Finance proceeded to 
enlighten Mr. de Valera and his friends 
as to the mechanism of government. It 
must have been news to most of them that 
all the work of government was not per- 
formed in that House. Mr. Blythe pointed 
out that the Dail could not function if the 
administrative machinery which prepared 
the work for it was allowed to become 
clogged. Owing to the two general elec- 
tions and other matters, it was even more 
imperatively necessary than usual that 
there should be a recess of sufficient dura- 
tion to allow the machinery of government 
to deal adequately with the work. 


LABOUR RAPS THE OPPOSITION’S 
KNUCKLES. 

Mr. Morrissey, who has been acting as 
leader of the Labour Party for the past 
two. weeks in Mr. O’Connell’s absence, 
tackled the subject with his usual admir- 
able phlegm. : 

He admitted that there was a good deal 
to be said for Mr. de Valera’s point of 
view. Yet, having set up the Opposition 
leader with that pat, he knocked him down 
with another, pointing out that Fianna 
Fail—whose leader had complained that 
the Dail sat for only a few hours a day, 
three days a week—had been in the Pail 
only a short time, whereas many, of the 
other members had sat in it for the last 
five and a half years. 

During the past twelve months the 
House, with the exception of the two elec- 
tion periods, had been sitting almost con- 
tinuously, while Fianna Fail was 
conspicuous by its absence.

tural enterprise in all its forms. , 
CAPITAL AND SHARES. 
By means of this loan it was enabled to 
buy outright the property at Bourg-la- 
Reine which it now exploits. A: further 
long-term Joan of 60,000 francs in 1925 
helps to. account for the intensity of the 
development of this particular site, so far 
as concerns buildings, equipment and 
material. The security in each case was 
a mortgage on all the property of the 
society, -and,.in addition, the joint and 
several guarantée of the individual 
members composing it. The latter does 
not seem te add much to the real security : 
for the members are not men of property, 
but exclusively professional gardeners em- 
ployed whole-time by the collective entity, 
whiéh is themselves.” The real security (in 
the non-technical sense) would appear to 
be the industry, spirit of solidarity, and 
the good management of their affairs by 
their democratically appointed directors. 
The paid capital amounted=on the 
31st December, 1926, to 48,000 franes, and 
has progressively increased in“ recent 
vears. Interest on this capital is limited 
to 6 percent, Every: member must sub- 
scribe a minimum of ten shares on which 
payment is made by gradual deductions 
from sums due to him. Every member has, 
however, only one vote. The general 
management is in the hands of «a com- 
mittee which delegates ample powers to a | 
“ directeur’? (manager) of its choice, who 
need not necessarily even be a member of 
the society, though, in facet, he is. The 
functions of the committee are gratuitous, 
and even the “directeur ’’ receivés only 
the ordinary wage attributed to the other 
workers, , | 
LONG-TERM LOANS. 
The fules make special Provision for the 
rapid accumulation of ‘strong reserve 
funds. Of the amcunt available for dis- 
tribution.each, year 40 per cent. .goes to 
the members as a bonus, addition to,wages, 
in proportion to the work furnished during 
the preceding twelve months. Sixty per 
cent, is. assigned to. benevolent funds to 
make provision for the old age sickness, 
or misfortune of members or their families. 

Thé repaymert of the longterm loans 
of the Office. National du Crédit Agricole 
5 in an entirely satis- 
factory manner. .OÍ the total received, 
amounting to 170,000 francs, 25, francs 
have since been repaid, aw well as the 
interest on the balance outstanding. 

The interest. charged was"in such cases 
only 2 per cent. (it has since been raised 
to 3 per cent.),.

In 1926 the average-.wage paid by the 
Jardiniers de Paris was” about 10,000 
francs. This is said to exceed the stan- 
dard level of wages paid by the ordinary 
profit-making concerns for the same kind 
of work. In addition, each member re- 
ceived a bonus of 20 per cent, on wages 
out of the surplus of the year’s earnings. 

LABOUR DISPUTES AVOIDED. 

This represents not merely the ‘fruits of 
good management, but of mutual good- 
will. There is here no question of. a,conflict 
between Labour and Capital, no résistance 
to the adoption of labour-saving devices. 
A society. of this type might conceivably 
be tempted, if it became too prosperous, 
to “take the cash and let the credit go.”’ 
It might sell to a putely ‘commercial con- 
cern the capitalised value of its goodwill 
and surplus assets. In‘snch a case it is 
provided that the ‘amount of the long-term 
loan, still outstandiig, shall be payable 
forthwith, and, in addition, the difference 
between thé reduced rate of interest of 
2 per cent. and a rate of 6 per cent. cal- 
culated from the date on’ which ‘the loan 
in question was’ received. .

RUMANIAN 
DICTATOR.

of his Generals, who were bent on over- 
running Transylvao.a, a policy which the 
strateg:c situation did not warrant, and which 
ended disastrously for Rumania.  Bratianu 
resigned rather than agree to the humiliating 
conditions imposed by the victorious Central 
Powers in the Treaty of Bucharest, which 
was signed early in 1918; but at the end of 
the year, after the collapse of Germany, he 
was called to office again by King Ferdinand. 
He attended the Peace Conference, and at 
Paris showed all the stubbornness and hard 
bargaining of his nature. He strongly 


Allied statesmen insisted on including in the 
Treaty of Peace, and considered that the 
sovereignty of Rumania was in some way 1m- 
aired by them, ‘He also claimed the whole 
of the banat of Temesvar, and on his failure 
to secure it refused to sign the Treaty. 

He retired into opposition, to emerge in 
1922 as the strong man of the country. Since 
that time, with one brief interval, Bratianu 
has been the masterful director of Rumanian 
‘policy at home and abroad up to the moment 
‘of his. death. 

His dictatorship has, in the main, been 
wary and discreet. Reserved and suspicious 
by nature, he preferred to rule by the 
exercise of his great talents for political 
manipulation rather than by an open display 
of power. He had as his faithful ally his 
brother, Veintila, whom he always made his 
Minister of Finance, and he was a strong 
upholder of the monarchical principle. When 
Prince Carol, in spite of remonstrances, 
jured his rights of succession to the throne, 
Bratianu supported King Ferdinand in his 
appointment of the Regency, and after the 
death of the King took a strong line against 
the return of the ex-Crown Prince.

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT, 


CENSURE MOTION REJECTED 


SIR A, CHAMBERLAIN’S

‘From Our. PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT, 
WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

The House of Commons was well filled 
this aftetnoon, members expecting that Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald’s censure motion would 
lead to an important debate on disarmament, 
There was an extraordinary,,and, it is be- 
lieved, ‘unprecedented. occurrence, when for 
fifty minutes the Palace of Westminster was 
plunged into darkness by the failure of the 
electric light. Both the Lords and Commons 
suffered equally, and the sitting in both 
Houses had to be suspended until the fault 


was remedied. ' 

In a good many ways the Labour Party 
have been walartinate in their votes of 
censure. The one of which they have givén 
notice, in regard to the situation, -re- 

8 more or less in the air, as, owing to 
‘the slow Je of the Unemployment In- 
surance Bill, the Prime Minister will give 
no promise of a day for discussion until the 
Committee Stage, at all events, of that 
measure is out of the way. To-night the 
effectiveness of the censure resolution moved 
by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, was largely 
destroyed by the sudden darkness, which, 
for a time, interrupted the sfeeches. 

Mr. Macdonald had led off by moving :— 
“That this Mouse deplores the lack of pre- 
paration by the Government, and the mili- 
tary character of the British delegation, 
which seriously contributed to the failure 
of the recent Naval Conference at Geneva, 
the slow progress made by the League of 
Nations Preparatory Commission for the Dis- 
armament Conference, and the refusal of the 
Government to accept the principle of arbitra- 
tion and promote a scheme of international 
security guaranteed by the League of 
Nations.” 

Mr. Macdonald began by questioning the 
Foreign Secretary as to the meaning of the 
word “ aggression,”” which appeared in the 
resolution passed by the Geneva Assembly 
and which, he suggested, had been inserted 
at the instance of the Foreign Secretary him- 
self. Was it a phrase thrown out as a 
mere sop to get him out of the difficulties 
he had created for himself, and to deceive 
the Council of the League into thinking that 
they were doing something really’ worth 
while? The Conference, declared Mr. Mac- 
donald, had been muddled from  be- 
ginning to end. Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain had forgotten to scout the 
field before he joined the battle. The only 
chance that this country had of coming to a 
real agreement with America, and the only 
chance that America had of coming to a real 
agreement with the rest of the world, was 
that we and America together should take 
steps to remove the chance of war and come 
to an agreement on the naval question. His 
chief complaint in respect; of the Conference 
was that 1t was conducted on methods not so 
much designed to secure peace as to effect 
economies. 

FOREIGN SECRETARY'S REPLY. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain expressed his per- 
sonal regret that Viscount Cecil had thought 
fit to resign from his position on the League 
and in the Government, and went on to say 
that he entirely dissented from Mr. Mac- 
donald’s criticism that our delegation at 
Geneva was of a military character. <As a 
matter of fact, our delegation was the least 
military of all the delegations. As to the 
charge of insufficient preparation, he would 
point out that the British Government had 
made the most careful preparation. They 
drew up a scheme that, in their opinion, 
would produce not merely a great limitation 
of expenses, but a real limitation in aggres- 
sive power, 

It was said that we ought to have dealt 
with the matter through diplomatic channels 
before going into the Conference at all. 
“ Hitherto,”’ said Sir Austen, “I have been 
exposed on many occasions to the reproach, 
from the party apposite, of being attached to 
the methods of the old diplomacy, I have 
been invited by the critics to trust to public 
opinion, to go frankly into the open, and in 
the face of the whole world to state our view 
without any previous secret understanding, 
back-stair negotiations, or other under-hand 
ways. And now these critics unite to say 
that failure is due to the new diplomacy, 
and to failure to prepare through iglo- 
matic channels for the Conference. beiore 
ever it met. I take some blame for 
that, but we did not summon the 
Conference, and it was not called on our 
initiative, It was not for us to say to the 
American Government, “ Would it not be well 
beforehand to consider on what basis the Con: 
ference should meet?” That was the reason 
why. diplomatic preparation was not made, 
and one of the lessons of the Conference was 
that diplomatic preparation was always neces- 
sary and desirable before a Conference took 
place, 

He had been asked to define a war of 
aggression. He did not feel called upon to 
do so, and he believed that the League would 
have made a great mistake had they attempted 
to-do so. It was impossible to lay down, in 
advance, rigid definitions to meet all circum- 
stances. To define ‘‘the aggressor’’ would 
be a trap to the innocent, and a signpost to 
the guilty. 

As to the attitude taken up by the British 


oF 


| Government, he would be the last man to say 


that it should be their attitude for all time, 
but he hoped that Englishmen, at least, wouid 
not forget what our own country had done 
in “the cause of disarmament and arbitration. 
We had arbitrated more important disputes 
than any other country in the world, and we 
were prepared to practice arbitration in the 
future as we had practiced it in the past. 


“THE LIGHT THAT FAILED.” 

Commander Kenworthy, who followed, was 
attacking the First Lord of the Admiralty for 
“doing the wrong thing at the right moment, 
and the right thing at the wrong moment,” 
when every light in the House was suddenly 
extinguished. Commander Kenworthy saw no 
reason why the accident should ex- 
tinguish his speech, but the Speaker 
informed him that, under the Stand- 
ing Orders, there was nothing for him 
to do until the light returned. Some members 
called for candles, but only four were forth- 
coming. One was allotted to the Sergeant- 
at-Arms, and the remaining three to the 
Clerks’ table, from whence they shed a very 
limited cirele of light. After a brief interval 
Sir Harry Brittain came to the rescue with 
a bag of candles, which were placed in the 
cluster on the table, but it was fifty minutes 
before the electric lights went up again and 
Commander Kenworthy was able to resume 
his interrupted speech. 

Mr. Lloyd George, who followed, said that 
the more he studied the subject, the more 


“he was convinced that it would have been a 


fatal mistake to have committed ourselves to 
unknown obligations. He remained of 
opinion that the Protocol was a booby trap 
for the British Empire. After having said 
so much, he complained of the very inade 
quate manner in which Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain had dealt with the question of arma 
ments. Huge armaments were the greatest 
stumbling block in the way of arbitration and 
conciliation, 
TRAINING FOR SLAUGHTER. 

At the present moment, he continued, 
there were fifteen- million men training for 
slaughter in Europe, with an equipment such 
-as thé world has. pever seen for horror and 
destruction, What the League of 
Nations been doing? The Disarmament 
Commission had been sitting’ for two years, 
It had made no progress, for the simple 
reason that it had not ruled out conscrip- 
tion, Conscription was at the root ‘of all the 
trouble, Locarno was only a commencement, 
and if they did not go beyond that it was 
worse than useless. 

Disarmament was the first necessity, and 
in this connection it was curious to observe 
that the two nations who did most: of the 
blithering Britain

I informed the contractors that no 
extra would be paid, and that the steel flush 
pipes must be fixed, even if the contractors 
were willing to put in lead pipes at their 
own expense. 

“Since then nothing has been done, and. 
the Plumbers’ Societw is stlll demanding that 
the cost of the job be increased to suit its 
members. It has not yet been explained why 
the pipes they were satisfied to fix im the 
barracxs and the broadcasting station have 
sudderly become ‘tainted ano Hp 

“The unfortunate people who are waiting 
for the housés to be completed should address 
future inquiries to the Plumbers’ Society. 
As far'as I am ¢oncerned the houses will 
never be finished if the society maintains its 
ridiculous objection to steel flush pipes.’’ 


IS MODERN YOUTH 
DEGENERATE. 


LABOUR MEMBER'S REPLY 
TO CLERGYMAN, 


When the Rev. Dr. Boyd Scott stated at a 
Glasgow meeting last week that the city's 
youth. was under a three-fold impact of evil— 
‘* liquor, lust, and luck ’’—he stirred up great 
discussion in all quarters. 

Mr, Rosslyn Mitchell, the Labour mem- 
ber for Paisley, has entered the controversy 
with. the claim that Glasgow youth 
was not degenerate. Mr, Mitchell said that 
Dr. Boyd Scott was his contemporary at col- 
lege, and, speaking of their student days, he 
urged Dr. Boyd Scott to recall the feeling of 
admiration engendered in the freshmen for 
““the big man who could drink the others 
under the table.’’ ‘‘ Let him remember the 
forégatherings after football matches, inter- 
Universit Tobates, and other fraternal fune- 
tions. The drink convention has gone.”’ 

Contending that young people to-day do 
not need chaperons, Mr. Mitchell said—‘' I 
do not know what books, plays and dances 
Dr. Boyd Scott is in the habit of readin 
and seeing. But let us picture a dance of 
twenty-five years ago, the kind we used to 
go to as students, organised by student 
societies. It was held in a licensed hotel, and 
great silver bowls of diluted wine stood in the 
buffet. The waltz, the most seductive and 
erotic of all the dances, occupied one-half of 
the programme. After each dance, dancers 
disappeared in couples to dimly-lit lounges, 
where large chairs were set behind screens 
and palms, and where flirting was the ordi- 
nary occupation. 

“Compare that with the modern dance in 
a greatdance-hall, where all sit’ round the 
dance-floor at tables, free and open; where 
the lighting is subdued, bat never dim; where 
intoxicants are forbidden. and where ‘ fresh- 
ness’ 1s the sign of a silly. 

‘“To see the bright, wholesome youth of 
to-day dancing or walking to rhythm, while 
the great band blasts out its melodyless 
noise, is to see a crowd of clean-limbed, clean- 
minded youths and maidens engaged in 
athletic exercise. The subtle, sentimental sex 
dance of the past was as slush is to ice.

ANNALONG HARBOUR SCHEME, 


At. the half-yearly meeting of the Down 
County.

LAW STUDENTS’ SUCLETY 
DEBATE.

Bhould titles be awarded to Free State 
citizens? was the question raised last night 
at the inaugural meeting of the Law 
Students’ Debating Society of Ireland in the 
Dining Hall, King’s Inns, Henrietta street, 


Dublin. 
The Chief Justice of the Irish Free State 


presided. 
THE ADDRESS, 

Mr. Robert St. Claire: Adamson dealt with 
“Titles of Honour as Rewards for Public 
Seryice.’’ Eschewing politics, he said that 
titles of honour came from the King, from 
whom all degrees of nobility’ are  diiwell: 
Although history ‘shows the existente - of 
honorary titles for many ‘centuries prior to 
the Norman Conquest, the. dignities. known 
in England to this day originated at the time 
of or subsequent to the arrival of William 
the Conqueror. The ‘outstanding feature of 
these early titlés:‘was that they arose out of 
duties connected. with land, and were entirely 
incident to tenure immediately under the 
Crown. The Earldom,was the first of these 
dignities, and continued to be the highest 
hereditary rank till the time of Edward III. 
When the lands to which it was annexed were 
alienated, the right of peerage passed with 
them as an ens Daring the reign of 

) or enry HIL, however, these 
alienations became.so frequent that thence- 
forth it was the pracffe of the King to 
summon to the Great®@ouncil by writ all 
such persons as, he thought fit to summon. 
In this way the peerage. was made personal 
rather than territorial. Proof of tenure was 
no longer necessary, and. the record of the 
writ of summons was considered sufficient 
evidence to constitute a peer. .-Later, peers 
were .created by, Letters Patent from the 
Crown i ! 
_Haying glanced at the institution of the 
titles of Margus; ; Viscount, ' Baronét and 
Knight, the lecturer. said that the idea of 
rewarding public service was as old as the 
world itself. Even in ancient, Ireland titles 
of honour were not unknown, “ How do we 
reward public service?” he asked. *‘ We may 
reward by appointment to position or office, 
by a grant of land or by a gift. of money. 
Pubhc 'service may be rewarded by the be- 
stowal of titles of honour—en idea viewed 
with scorn by the» demoergtic. and superior 
man.'’ Everywhere there are mov¥enients led 
by the younger generation; breaking away 
from old traditions; dissatisfied with the old 
ideas, repudiating old allegiances, and with 
little that 1s constructive to put in place of 
them. The inclination is to strangle in- 
dividuality and involve the -scaling down of 
outstanding personalities and values to the 
dead level of the commonplace. 

HUMAN NATURE, 

‘It we citizens of Saorstat Éireann,” he 
continued, “' refuse to stem this tide we will 
find ourselves in a position perilously akin to 
that. of Samson, gripping the pillars of the 
Temple of Dagon, ready to al down upon 
ourselves the thunders of destruction.”’ 

The leaning of human nature was to dis- 
tinguish individuals; it “was part of ou 
nature to prefer the society of our superiors 
to that of our eqnals, If it wes unfair to 
distinguish men of outstanding worth it must 
likewise be unfair to condemn them to the 
obscurity of their inferiors,. He was not an 
upholder of privilege, but he advocated the 
acknowledgment of excellence that deserved 
honour and reward: The abuse of titles of 
honour in bribing ambitious persons was, he 
said, a genuine grievance, Lut more often an 
argument of disapproval conceived without 
due consideration, He advocated tifles of 
honour as a reward for public services, and 
not as gifts in consideration of party services. 
The bestowal of dignities in these islands had 
never been so flagrant in partiality as to con 
stitute a convincing argument, and those who 
reviled titles on this score probably did so 
because it was likely to meet with the popular 
approval of the uninformed. 


EXPERIENCE ELSEWHERE. 

“ We are a young State,” concluded the 
lecturer, ‘‘ and 1. wonder how we are going te 
recognise citizens of eminence, and how we 
will reward public service. Experience has 
shown other conntries that the dignified recog- 
nition of | outstanding professional and 
business men is advisable. If the universities 
of the Saorstat reward their young men tor 
proficiency’ in- books by conferring upon 
them academic degrees and titles oí 
why should not the 
Saorstat itself reward with titles of 
honour those of its citizens who prove them- 


selves proficient in that huge encyclopedia of | 


experience—the world? 

**In honouring such men we will be honour- 
ing ourselves ; we will show that we have sons 
of whom we can be proud, of whom we are 
not unmindful, to whom we can txuly offer our 
gratitude. We have our outstanding men and 
women, for whom, I will venture to say, titles 
of honour have lost none of their old 
potency.”’ 

PUBLIC OPINION IN FREE STATE, 

Senator James G. Douglas, proposing a 
vote of thanks to the Auditor, said that no- 
body would doubt that, perhaps, too many 
young men-and young women were willing to 
sacrifice themselves, giving time and money, 
and more, in* what they believed to be the 
service of their country during the past few 
years. If there was any fault it was not that 
there were. too few, but that there were too 
many, They might differ as to the men who 
fought in the L.R.A., but could anyone doubt 
that it was absolute sacrifice on their part? 
It certainly was not selfish work for their 
own interest. They might differ politically, 
but he was perfectly certain that none of the 
men who formed the Government of the 
Saorstát during the last few years would have 
continued in the position that they occupied 
to-day if they regarded solely their own 
interest. 

The reasons why no titles were conferred 
by the Saorstat was due to the fact that 
public opinion did not desire them. The 
Executive Council, recognising such public 
opinion, did not make any recommendations 
and would have vetoed any such suggestion. 
It would be possible to institute an Trish 
Order with a title of prefix or suffix, It 
might be recognised, more or less, elsewhere, 
or it might not. He had heard it argued that 
it was highly deswable, if there was such an 
Order, that it shquid be conferred only on 
foreigners who had done service for the State, 
He could conceive most of the present Irish 
parties agreeing to honour a certain person 


ment he could not conceive any measure of 
agreement to honcur a person inside the 
country.

conclusion that the proposed tariff would be 
bad for their business. The Irish pur- 
chaser, with the immense variety of foreign 
produced cloths to select from, would 
naturally choose the goods whose appearance 
and price suited him. It was put in evidence 
that the Irish materials suffered from lack 
of variety and was dearer, that the Irish 
manufacturers did not rise to meet the change 
in the public taste, and thought that the 
existing types were good enough. Mr. 
Wigglesworth had told them that an Ulster 
mill which had prepared itself for the change 
was working overtime for several years past. 
[t was an extraordinary fact that the North of 
Ireland exported to thé Free State £130,000 
worth of woollen goods per annum, while ‘the 
manufacturers in the South were able to sell 
them in return only £31.000 worth. On their 
own statement, the applicants were not able 
to meet the present-day requirements of the 
public. Instead of specialising, they were 
trying to produce a big range of cloths in 
competition with the mills in Great Britain, 
all of which specialised in different branches 
of the trade. 

The produce of the Free State mills had 
dropped from 8,974,307 trade yards in 1910 
to 1,198,171 trade yards in 1925. Witness 
after witness stated that there was no pre- 
judice against Irish materials. The applicants 
alleged that one of the causes contributing 
to the decrease was the apathy of the whole. 
salers towards Irish gods. Any friction be- 
tween the manufacturers and the distributors 
should, and could, be cleared up. Speaking 
for the distributors, he assured the Commis- 
sion that if the supply of local material were 
available in saleable quality it would have 
the preference. The statement of witness 
after witness was that, quality for quality, 
the Irish cloth was dearer than the British, 
and on the question of what constituted 
quality, those men used exactly the same 
test for the Wow as well as the home- 
made article. The applicants admitted that 
the British cloth was cheaper, and alleged 
that it was being sold here at a price that 
was not economic. If the competitive cloths 
which, it was stated, were being sold too low, 
were to be shut out, it would 'be made clear 
that the applicants would supply their place at 
the same price. Heavy materials for men’s 
as well as for women’s wear were out of 
date; the times had changed, and the Irish 
manufacturers should change with them. The 
applicants enjoyed a public prejudice in their 
favour, the distributors were willing to assist 
them, and it was for them to do their part 
by producing what was wanted. 

THE EXPORT OF WOOLLENS. 

He went on to elaborate the contention of 
those for whom he spoke, that a great deal 
more could be done to increase the exports 
of Irish woollen materials already in favour 
in foreign countries. In no instance had a 
tariff on woollens increased the export trade 
of a country. The American Woollen Com 
pany, favoured by a huge tariff, lost one and 
a half million pounds in 1926. In the recent 
report of the Australian Tariff Board it was 
stated :—“ The imposition of increased tariffs 
on imports, cloth and textiles included, has 
simply resulted in stagnation, and the effect 
of the duties has been to add to the cost 
of production and the cost of living. 
The tariff is being used to bolster up 
industries, irrespective of the margin of 
difference between wages abroad and in the 
Cornmonwealth.”’ F 

Mr. Goodall proceeded to deal with the 
evidence of those representing the trade in 
ladies’ dress materials, and also that of the 
merchant tailors. It was, he said, for the 
applicants to show that they could meet the 
demand for present-day materials for 
women’s wear, of which none were now made 
here in this country. It was evident that 
the cost of women’s clothing would go up, 
and that was a very serious matter. There 
was evidence that the tariff would lead to 
unemployment in the tailoring trade and 
uicrease the cost of the suit, and that it 
would threaten the readymade industry. 

A RETROGRADE STEP. 

“We believe,” he said, in conclusion, 
“that the imposition of this tariff would be 
a retrograde step; that it would not increase 
the total of employment, for, while it might 
increase it in one industry, it would depress 
it in another. We are also of opinion that 
it would add considerably to the high cost 
of living. The farmer is our principal ex- 
porter, and anything that would add to his 
present high costs is to be deprecated. We 
believe that the industry can be saved by a 
much better means. Both manufacturers and 
distributors are anxious for the prosperity of 
the country, and you also have the consumer 
anxious to support home products. Is there 
nothing to save this industry except a tariff, 
except compulsion, which says to the con- 
‘You must take our goods’? The 
industry can be promoted in a far better 
way than this. The distributors are only 
too anxious to improve conditions, and surely 
it should not be beyond the bounds of possi- 
bility to improve the trade without antagonis- 
ing the distributors. We believe that, with 
a pull altogether, by the manufacturers im- 
proving their production en modern lines 
and by a sincere desire on the part of the 
distributors and the consumers to support 
the industries of this country, the woollen 
trade could be assisted out of its difficulties 
better than by a tariff. We should subscribe 
to the words of the report of the World 
Economic Conference at Geneva some time 
ago: ‘ The time has come to put an end to 
the increase in tariffs and to move in the 
opposite direction.’ ”’ 

Mr. C. P. McCarthy, Cork, agent for the 
applicants, stated that, after producing 
further evidence, he would sum up their 
case in reply to Mr. Goodall’s statement.

WHALE DISCOVERY. 


MUSEUMS APPLYING 
SPECIMENS. 


Museums at home and abroad are applying 
for specimens of the False Killer Whale 
which has just been found in Dornoch Firth 
and has not been seen in European waters 
for sixty-six years. Mr, A. Hinton, of 
the Natural History Museum, South Kensing- 
ton, has collected over seventy specimens, 
so that a wide distribution will shortly be 
possible, 

Dr. W. T. Calman, Keeper of Zoology at 
Natural History Museum, corrected, 
an interview with a _ representative 
oi The Obserrer, the impression that the 
species nad been entirely lost. ‘It is 
true,” he said, “ that the only records of it 
as a jiving animal in this quarter of the 
lobe were the shoal that entered Kiel Har- 
hour in .186], and the one or two specimens 
that were found in the following year on the 
coasts of Holland, Denmark and Sweden, but 
it has been seen since that time in Tasmania, 
in Travancore and in a few other localities in 
the Southern Hemipshere. 

‘Tt was first described in 1846, by Sir 
Richard Owen, from the fossil skull found in 
the Fens of Lincolnshire. There were two 
fossil specimens found a few years ago in the 
Cambridgeshire Fens, but there are probably 
not more than thirty specimens in the 
museums of ali the world.”

CASE SENT BACK TO DISTRICT 
JUSTICE. 


BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN, MR. 
JUSTICE HANNA AND MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The hearing was concladed of the appeal 
in the case of the Attorney-General of the 
Irish Free State against Moira Healy, which 
came before the Court on a case stated by 
Mr. Little, one of the District Justices of 
the Dublin Metropolitan Area. 

‘The defendant had been charged before Mr. 
Little under Section 186 of the Customs Con- 
solidation Act, 1876, with having, on the 
15th September, 1926, at Carlisle Pier, Kings- 
town, illegally imported five ladies’ dresses, 
value £9 18s. 6d., liable to duty, which had 
not been paid or secured, and with being 
knowingly concerned in dealing with these 
goods with intent to defraud the State of the 
duties thereon. 

Mr. Little refused to hear the case on the 
grounds that no information had been 
exhibited and that the summons was bad in 
form, inasmuch as the Attorney-General was 
named as complainant instead of an officer 
of Customs or Excise, and imasmuch as the 
defendant was charged with intending to 
defraud not the Minister for Finance bat 
the State. . 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, giving judgment, said 
that the first guestion for the Court was 
whether the practice with reference to pro- 
secutions under the Customs Acts which pre- 
vailed at the time of the institution of the 
Free State had been altered. The second 
was whether, if the practice had been altered, 
the existing practice had been complied with, 
There was als» the question whether the 
Attorney-General was entitled to be com- 
plainant in the case 

Under the powers conferred on the rule- 
making authority by the Courts of Justice 
Act, power was given to alter the practice, 
and under Rule 8 of the District Court Rules 
it was provided that in cases of this kind, 
wherever an information was given to a 
Justice or Peace Commissioner where a 
summons was issued, it might or might not 
be on oath and in writing. Whenever a 
warrant should issue, the information should 
be in writing and on oath. lt was not 
suggested that no information was made, but 
the case made by the District Justice was 
whether it was necessary to have it in 
writing. His lordship held that the rules 
applied in this case and dispensed with the 
necessity for information in writing, and that 
he District Justice was wrong insholding a 
contrary view. 

On the issue raised, whether the Attorney- 
General was entitled to prosecute and the 
contention thai an officer of Customs or 
Excise should be the complainant, his lord- 
ship held that the Attorney-General was com- 
petent to prosecute. 

Mr. Justice Hanna and Mr. Justice O’Byrne 
concurred. 

The Court directed that the case should be 
sent back to the District Justice for hearing, 
with the decisions given in the case stated.

SUGAR COMPANY’S APPEAL, 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the defendants in the case of Margaret Flynn 
v. Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company from 
the verdict and judgment obtained by the 
plaintiff, a widow with four young children, 
for £1,600 at the trial of her action before 
Mr. Justice Hanna and a jury in t): High 
Court, as compensation for the death, by 
drowning, of her husband, Michael Flynn, a 
labourer in the defendants’ employment. The 
deceased r-n, it appeared, was drowned in 
the River Barrow on the 2nd February last 
while crossing the river in a raft, acecom- 
panied by two other men in the defendants’ 

employment. 

It had been alleged 
accident was caused the negligence, 
wrongful act, or default of the defendants 
in having the raft in a defective and in- 
secure condition, and not properly equipped 
for the purpose fr which it was used at: the 
time. The defence was a general traverse 
and denial of the allegations in the statement 
of claim, an. a plea of contributory negli- 
gence on the part of the men working in 
common employment at the time, | 

Mr. Battersby, K.C.; Mr. Dockrell, K.C. ; 
and Mr. Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. M. 
Good, LL.D.), appeared for the appellants 
and defendants; and Mr. M. C. Maguire, 
K.C.; Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. O’Dris- 
coll (instruct'’ by Messrs. Fullerton: and 
Doyle), fer the respondent and plaintiff. 

The jury, at the trial, had answered all 
the questions put to them by the Judge in 
favour of the plaintiff in the action, except 
one, in which they found that the deceased 
man had voluntarily undertaken the risk cf 
crossing the river in the raft on the date 
mentioned. 

The arguments in the appeal were chiefly 
directed 1» that finding, the question being 
whether the deceased man had knowledge of 
the risk and fully appreciated it at the 
time.

BANK’S ACTION, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

Judgment was given in the action in which 
the National Bank, Ltd., were plaintiffs, and 
Frank Sweeney, Dungloe, Co. Donegal, was 
defendant. The plaintiffs claimed a declara- 
tion that by virtue of the deposit by Messrs. 
John Sweeney and Son, Ltd., general 
merchants and hotel proprietors, Dungloe, 
with them at their are branch on the 
órd August, 1923, of the title deeds relating 
to certain lands and premises, they were 
entitled to a good and yalid equitable charge 
on the lands and premises in respect of all 
moneys due by the company to the plaintiffs. 
The plaintiffs further asked that judgment 
for the amount due to them be enforced, if 
necessary, by a sale of the lands and premises 
and that a receiver be appointed, 

The plaintifis m their statement of claim 
set out that John Sweeney and Son, Ltd., 
went into voluntary liquidation in 1925, and 
that Charles Magee and John Brown were 
appointed liquidators. In the course of the 
liquidation the liquidators, in consideration 
of the sum of £1,000, sold to the defendant, 
Frank Sweeney, all the hereditaments which 
were the subject of the plaintiffs’ equitable 
mortgage, and conveyed and assigned to the 
defendant all the estate, interest and business 
of John Sweeney and Son, Ltd. Prior to this 
sale, said the plaintiffs, they informed the 
solicitors for the liquidators that they in- 
tended to rely upon the securities lodged with 
them for the full value of their claim, and 
the soheitors for the liquidators informed 
them that the hereditaments had been 
assigned by the company to the defendant, 
subject to the plaintiffs’ claim. 

On foot of their equitable mortgage, the 
plaintiffs claimed £8,816 16s. 3d. for principal, 
and £1,287 17s. 4d, for interest up to the 
28th October, 1926. 

The defendant pleaded that if the title 
deeds and premises mentioned were lodged 
with the plaintiffs and that if such deposits 
were made, no resolution of the company 
was ever passed authorising such deposit. 
The amount advanced, the defendant con- 
tended, was in excess of the amount which 
the directors of the company were authorised 
to borrow under the Articles of Association. 
The defendant further declared that he was a 
bona fide purchaser for value of the lands 
and premises without notice of plaintiffs’ 
equitable mortgage. He denied that any 
moneys were due to the plaintiffs, as principal 
and interest, on foot of an indenture of 
mortgage. Finally, the defendant pleaded 
that he acquired the premises, if at all, 
as the agent and trustee for two companies— 
A. Sweeney and Co. (Burtonport), Lid., and 
B. Sweeney and Co. (Dungloe), Ltd. These 
premises and hereditaments were by two 
deeds dated 6th and 7th August, 1926,

AN ALLEGED AGREEMENT, 


The hearing was concluded of the action in 
which Michael Gannon and John Bourke, of 
Dublin road, Tuam, Co. Galway, merchants, 
claimed specific performance of an alleged 
agreement against the Representative Church 
Body and Henry Concannon and William J. 
V. Comerford, Tuam, solicitors, for the sale 
of Moylough Glebe; damages for non- 
completion of the alleged agreement, and, 
alternatively, for damages against the de- 
fendants * shá Concannon and ” Feá é 
Comerford for alleged breach of warranty of 
authority to make the contract as agents for 
the Representative Church Body. 

The plaintiffs alleged that the Repro-enta- 
tive Church Body agreed to sell the Rectory, 
or Glebe, to them a £800, and that a con- 
tract for the sale was entered into between 
them and the Representative Church Body 
and the other defendants acting as agents for 
that Body. 

The defendants traversed the plaintiffs’ 
cause of action, and the defendants Henry 
Concannon and W. J. V. Comerford, in a 
further defence, stated that the Representa- 
tive Church Body had power to sell the 
pees only with the consent of the Tuam 

iocesan Council, The defendant Henry Con- 
eannon had frequently acted as solicitor for 
the plaintiff John Bourke, and was also a 
member of the Diocesan Council. The plain- 
tiff John Bourke requested Mr. Concannon to 
use his influence to induce the Representative 
Church Body to sell the house and premises 
to the plaintiffs and to secure the consent of 
the Diocesan Council to the sale. Mr. Con: 
cannon did use his influence, and expected 
that he would be successful in procuring the 
sale, and the plaintiff John Bourke was so 
informed by Mr. Comerford. In doing so Mr. 
Concannon and Mr. Comerford were acting 
solely on behalf of, and in the interests of, 
this plaintiff, and did not purport to enter 
into any contract for the sale of the premises 
to the plaintiffs. 

At the conclusion of the arguments, 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that there was a 
number of unusual ‘circumstances connected 
with this transaction. and he would like to 
have an opportunity of considering the whole 
matter very carefully before he gave his 
decision. 

‘Apart, however, from the legal points 
that have been raised—legal points that are 
very numerous—I would venture to suggest,”’ 
said his lordship, “ that in the interval—I am 
taking it on myself to suggest that in the 
interval—no harm would be done at all if 
the solicitors representing the three parties 
had a friendly conversation. That 1s all I 
will say.”

ACTION AGAINST CLONMEL 


CORPORATION. 
(BEFORE THE MASTER OF THE HIGH COURT) 

In actions in which Alexander Hendry and 
twenty-three others are plaintiffs and the 
Clonmel Corporation are defendants, 

My. McMenamin (instructed by Mr, Joseph 
Gleeson), on behalf of the plaintiffs, applied 
that the actions be consolidated and continued 
as one action. The plaintiffs claim a declara- 
tion that a resolution of the defendants of the 
29th March, 1926, void or invalid, by 
reason of non-compliance with the standing 
orders, and. alternatively, that the defendants 
are not legally entitled by force of the alleged 
resolution or otherwise to effect a reduction 
in the wages of the plaintiffs, and that they 
are entitled to payment of their wages at 
the rate in force prior to the passing of the 
alleged resolution. 

Mr. Connolly (instructed by Mr. T. F. 
O’Brien) did not oppose the consolidation, 
provided the plaintiffs were willing to allow 
the actions as consolidated to be transferred 
to the Circuit Court of Tipperary. 

The Master made an order consolidating 
the actions and transferring them for trial to 
the Cirenit Court as one action and without 
pleadings.

PENSIONS CLAIM. 
a @—— a 
‘ FRONT LINE EX-SERVICE 
MEN ” IN DERRY. 

At a meeting of what was termed “the 
Front Line Unpensioned ex-Service Men “ in 
Londonderry a resolution was passed calling 
upon the British Government to uncon- 
ditionally “open up all claimg of ex-Service 
men who had been denied the right to appeal 
through various methods of “red tape.’ ” 

“We hold,” the resolution added, “ that 
the men who served in the front line trenches 
in the late war did not get a square deal.”’ 

The resolution further called on the Govern- 
ment to set up a committee of inquiry into all 
cases of men, exclusive of men minus a iimb 
or of men in public institutions, who are in 
receipt of a disability pension, and stated 
that the evidence that could be tendered 
before such an inquiry would go to show that 
a great number. of those men in receipt of 
disability pensions never spent a night in the 
front line trenches or fired a shot, and also 
that they suffered from their disability 
previous to joining the Service. 

“We wish to eo out.” continued the 
resolution, ‘‘to His Majesty’s Government 
that we are going to organise all ex-Service 
men concerned in the British Isles and march 
to London, when a deputation will be ap- 
pointed to interview His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment on these two important matters.”’ 

A further resolution was adopted at the 
same meeting calling on the Executive Com- 
mittee of the United Services Fund to pay 
into the insurance fund of the British Govern-

,ment, and also that of the Government of 


Northern Ireland, a sum sufficient to tide 
their unemployed comrades over the Christmas 
holidays.

BELFAST, Thursday. 

HE decision of the Free State Govern- 

ment to set up a Commission to in- 
quire into the claims of the ex-Service men 
in the South has given much satisfaction 
in Belfast. A similar problem, though, 
perhaps, in lesser degree, exists in the Six- 
County area, and it is felt that everything, 
possible should be done for these stricken 
comrades of the war. It was also felt here 
that the British Government is not blame- 
less in the matter, and that the old 
Southern members of the fighting forces 
who have “done their bit,” as it used to 
be expressed, should not be shut eat ftom 
privileges granted to others in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. Viseount 
Charlemont, Minister of Education in the 
North, has just issued a circular letter to 
the committees under his jurisdiction, 
urging them, in making appointments, to 
give preference to ex-Service men; all other 
things being equal. These are steps in 
the right direction and will be approved 
everywhere; for gratitude is not wholly 


dead. 
SETTLED AT LAST 


Aíter a great deal of trouble and worry, 
with occasional displays of temper, the 
Licensing Amending Bill has been safely 
steered through the Northern House of 
Commons. A great many amendments 
were proposed, but only those put forward 
by the Government were adopted, and the 
Opposition had nothing for their labour. 
They made a gallant fight, but their efforts 
to obtain concessions for the bona fide 
travellers were in vain, and they alse 
failed to restore Sunday opening. The 
good effects of the closing of public-houses 
on the Sabbath Day have been so pro- 
nounced that very few people, apart from 
those interested in the trade, desire a re- 
turn to the former order of things, but 
opinion regarding the bona fide traveller 
is more equally divided. It is admitted 
that under the old system many evils 
arose. On Sunday evenings the roads to 
towns and villages outside the three-mile 
limit were only too frequently strewn with 
drunken men, and the scandal became so 
great that it could not be tolerated. The 
suggestion was made that the legal limit 
should be extended to ten miles, but in 
these days of cheap. and rapid transport 
that would have been of little use as a de- 
terrent to thirsty mortals. In the long 
ago that was tried in Scotland, but it only 
resulted in the ’buses extending the length 
of their journeys. It is a difficult ques- 
tion. The restrictions on the drink traffic 
are said t» be injuring the prosperity of 
seaside resorts, and it is boldly contended 
that “they will adversely affect tourist 
trafie in the coming years, as no visitors, 
after their experiences here, will return 
to the North freer conditions pre- 
vail in the South.

THE SPECTRE OF WANT. 


The action of the Belfast Board of 
Guardians in automatically stopping out- 
relief to hundreds of destitute 
without consideration of the 
merits has the universal 
chorus of approbation that was expected. 
In fact, it created a good deal of 
hostile comment, the statement by 
members that they are supported by 
counsel’s opinion in their decision does not 
affect the humane view of the case. When 
starvation enters a home the less that is 
heard about legal advice the better. What 
is wanted at present is sympathy 
and a desire to help workless people until 
more prosperous times come along. The 
argument of the Guardians is that, if a 
man is twelve months on the relief register, 
he is not genuinely looking for work, but 
{hey seem to forget that there are not 
sufficient jobs for alJl, and that under 
existing conditions there must be a certain 
number of unemployed, no matter whether 
they are on the list or not. It is well 
known, and admitted even by the Minister 
of Labour and other prominent leaders in 
the industrial that hundreds of 
respectable men been walking the 
streets for more than a year without 
being able to find work, while there is a 
host of youths who have never yet got a 
job. The Guardians should take a more 
charitable view of the unemployed instead 
of raising amongst them the spectre of 
want. Since the intervention of the 
Ministry of Home Affairs a week or so ago 
the Guardians have reviewed their 
position and are now proposing a labour 
test for recipients of outdoor relief. It 
is suggested that the Corporation be asked 
to co-operate and provide some fifteen 
acres of land for the purpose, the inten- 
tion evidently being the establishment of a 
farm which might become valuable in the 
future, but the idea is Utopian. 
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THE GUARDIANS’ DREAM. 


The Corporation is too deeply involved 
with its own concerns to engage in experi- 
mental wild-cat schemes. If it does any- 
thing at all, it will probably provide relief 
works to absorb some of the unemployed, 
and in such a project the Ministry of 
Labour could co-operate effectively. More- 
over, under the resolution of the Guardians, 
the number of men who will have been 
wiped off the register after the 2nd 
December will exceed 1.300, with over 6,000

cannot be ignored. It is gratifying to 
know that instructions have been given to 
the relieving officers to watch every 
case and report to the Board, so that 
unnecessary hardship may be avoided. It 
is significant that an inspector of the 
Ministry of Home Affairs who was present 
at the meeting of the Guardians impressed 
upon the members that relief could only 
be granted by them. That is the keynote 
of the whole situation.

From Our TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT. 

MANCHESTER, Thursday Night. 

I can write in the most 
about what took place here this afternoon, 
for, most remarkable to state, it has been a 
fine afternoon. That ugly black spectre 
which wraps its clammy arms round Man- 
chester during the November meeting was 
somewhere else—probably in London or 
Monte Carlo; at any rate, there was not a 
suspicion of fog about here. The racecourse 
was not exactly bathed in sunshine, but the 
sun did shine throughout most of the after- 
noon, and the light was excellent. Indeed, 
the oldest inhabitant with the long whiskers 
cannot remember when the November meet- 
ing opened under fairer conditions. 

There is much talk of the Irish candidates, 
Wavetop, who is to run to-morrow in the 
Lancashire Nursery, with Burns up, and Old 
Orkney, whom Donoghue will ride in the 
Manchester November Handicap. It is even 
sa.4 that the latter will start favourite. J 
hear to-day that Silver Lark is a certain 
runner for the handicap, with Gordon 
Richards riding; so that another jockey will 
have to be found for Invershin. 

ONE-SIDED EVENTS. 

The racing to-day was interesting, even if 
of the events were of a one-sided 
and a judge has seldom had an 
easier task. For the Woodlands Nursery 
Mr. Albert Lowry’s Twofold .was a well- 
backed candidate, but he made a slow begin- 
ning, and, although he was running on 
strongly at the finish, he could get no nearer 
than fourth, behind Sir Victor Sassoon’s Sax- 
: who won by two lengths and a 
length from Phantom Jim and Hornet's 
Nest—the last-named a smart filly by Bland- 
ford out of Hornet’s Queen. 

Mr. Lowry had not long to| wait for his 
customary winner on the course, for an hour 
later his two-year-old, Medarlin, a gelded 
son of the defunct Meleager, ran away with 
the Thursday Selling Plate, which he won by 
fiv» lengths from the French-bred filly, St. 
Lucie. He was drawn on the rails, and, 
after shooting to the front from the gate, 
he won cantering. Although not so good a 
favourite as Auditor, who finished a length 
and a half behind St. Lucie, Medarlin was 
a very well-backed candidate. Mr. Lowry 
lost him after the race, Sir Charles Hyde, 
the owner of St. Lucie, going to 900 guineas 
to buy him—a price that is rather unusual 
for a plater at this season of the year. 
FRENCH MARE WINS. 

The other selling race was very easily won 
by the French mare, Bonne Chance III, 
whom Captain Boyd-Rochfort did not want 
to retain after she had won a corresponding 
event for him last week at Derby. De 
Mestre bought her then for 220 guineas, and 
she won easily to-day from L’Habit Vert, 
whom she passed in the straight, Mr. Arthur 
MacAulay’s Jicky finishing third. De Mestre 
was able to retain her for 190 guineas. 

The Deiamere Handicap was won by 
the hitherto disappointing Ballynahinch, 
who was disqualified ‘after finishing _ first 
for the Queen’s Prize, Originally named 
Ballywalter, this full-brother to Kirkecubbin 
had his name changed to that of the ancestral 
home of the Martin family, which his owner, 
the great cricketer that we used to know 
as ‘* Ranji,’’ now inhabits.

I only know of 
the latter by hearsay, and, having seen 
BAYTOWN put up a very smart performance 
last week-end, I must choose him to win, 

Devachion apparently does not run for the 
Flying Handicap. Birdwood, on his last 
running, has a good chance, but he may not 
beat the French colt GARS DE FALAISE, 
who won so easily. at Lincoln.

VOID NOMINATIONS. 


THE AMENDED SUGGESTIONS. 

Mr. J. A. de Rothschild’s scheme to alter the 
present system relating to yoid nominations has 
been amended in accordance with suggestions made 
hy the Rules Committee of the Jockey Club. “The 
amendments will be discussed at a meeting of the 
i Club, to be held in London on 10th Decem- 
er 

The original. proposals first teok concrete form in 
October, when at a meeting of the Jockey Club, held 
at Newmarket in the Jloughton Week, Mr. James A. 
de Rothschild proposed certain alterations and addi- 
tions to the Rules of Racing referring to the system 
of nominations apd entries, and to subecriptions 
becoming yoid on the death. of the subscriber. At 
the same time he gave details of a scheme for 
creating an insurance fund to guarantee the forfeits 
due upon any horse in the event of the legal 
personal representatives of a deceased owner declin- 
ing to accept the nominations made by the sub 
scriber. 

The alterations to Mr. de Rothschild’s original 
suggestions are mostly concerned with the technical 
detail of the scheme, but the Committee have sug- 
gested an amendment to Rule .78, which was not 
affected by Mr. de Rothschild’s proposals, to allow 
entries to be made by the person appointed by the 
deceased's personal legal representatives within 
three months from the death of the owner of the 
horse, whereas previously a horse could be entered 
only in the name of his owner or part owner. 
tra the scheme has not undergone much 
change. 

The insurance fund will be created by. deducting 
one per cent. in all sweepstakes from the gross 
stukes paid by the stakeholders to the winners, and 
one per cent. from the amount paid to the owners 
of the second and third horses. 

On the death of the subscriber, his lezal personal 
representatives may, within twenty-eight days, ap- 
point some persep for a period of three months 
from the date of the said death to take over all, 
or any, of the deceased's engagements, and a person 
so appointed shall be entitled to run such horses 
for any of their engagements. 

If within twenty-eight days after the death of the 
subscriber some person has been appointed as repre- 
sentative, and if hefore the expiration of three months 
notice fs giyen to the Registry Office that the owner- 
ship of the horse has passed to any person by inherit. 
ance, ownership, er otherwise, and provided that 
the new owner gives notice that he assumes respon- 
sibility for all liabilities for any engagement of the 
horse, inelauding al) liabilities paid or discharged 
by the insurance fund, he shall be entitled to run 
the horse for ahy such engagement; but he shall 
be liable to repay te the insurance fund all sums 
paid as aforesaid. Otherwise the horse shall be 
deemed to have been struck ont of all engagements 
made hy the deceased subecriber on the expiration 
of three months.

THE WEXFORD HOUNDS. 

A GOOD HUNT, 

These hounds brought off a real good 
gallop recently. It all came about in a funny 
way and at the end of an almost blank day, 
when most of the field had gone home and 
hounds were too tired to penetrate a thick 
bit of covert.

Leaving 
this on his right he made for the Slaney, until 
finally we ran into a very gallant fox near 
the village of Glynn after an hour and a 
quarter without the Master pe | to handle 
hounds once. On the map and scaled withcut 
the twists and turns the distance was seven 
miles, so that it can easily be counted as 
well over eight, which would be equivalent 
to at least ten in an open country. The 
Master (Mr. Parry), the Whip and the 
follower, who formed the trio at starting, all 
sampled the density of the ground at frequent 
intervals, but managed to be all three 
together in the same field with hounds when 
they rolled over this fine fox in the open.

DARK BLUES HARD PRESSED. 
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TRINITY FORWARDS IN FORM. 


At Oxford yesterday Dublin University were 
beaten by Oxford University by a goal ana 
three tries to a goal and a try—14 points to 8. 
In losing they were a trifle unfortunate. 
There was only one brief period in the second 
half when they lost their grip of the game, 
and it was then that Oxford pierced their 
defence three times. For the remainder of 
the game gen á unquestionably held the 
upper hand, and Oxford were often. hard 
pressed to keep them out. The ball was 
greasy and the ground in parts very muddy, 
and Trinity would have been well advised 
to rely more on their forwards and less. on 
their Áinea in view of the fact that passing 
movements were continually breaking down 
through the inability of the players to hold 
the ball. Moreover, Trinity’s seven forwards 
were quite a match for Oxford. They held 
them in the scrums, backed up splendidly 
in the loose, and their dribbling always spelt 
danger. They ought thus to have gone on 
using their feet; but one or other of the 
forwards would suddenly decide to: pick up 
the ball and leave it to the backs to put on 
the finishing touch. It was a mistake in 
tactics. 

The Trinity backs not merely handled 
badly, but they were guilty of running across 
too much, and so Cherry and Grealy on the 
wings had a very lean time. The value of a 
roving player in the English mind is always 
doubtful, and McNeilly, who played as a 
seven-eight, did not appear any great help 
to his side. He was not quick enough very 
often to smother the Oxford attacks at their 
inception, and he was twice caught napping 
when Oxford scored two of their tries. Jack- 
son played pluckily and whipped the ball out 
very quickly, and Cussen and Grealy were 
the pick of the backs, though Knott made 
no serious error and often kicked quite well. 
It was difficult to distinguish the forwards, 
as they were not numbered; but all did good 
work, particularly Buchanan. They must: now 
regret their tactical error, after having 
mastered Oxford in the loose and tight, in 
not continuing to use their feet. Oxford 
are a greatly improved side, and it is, very 
evident that their match against Cambridge 
on the 13th of next month is not going to be 
a walk-over for the Light Blues. 

At the start of the game Trinity 
hemmed in Oxford, whose defence was put to 
a severe test. For quite ten minutes at a 
stretch the game was in the Oxford 25, and 
though the home University broke away tem- 
porarily, Trinity were soon back again. They 
then scored the opening try, and a. very fine 
one it was, Cherry running along the touch 
line, evading the Oxford back with a clever 
swerve and going over in the corner, but 
Cussen’s shot at goal failed. Trinity con- 
tinued to have the best of matters, but close 
on half-time, from a scrum on the Trinity 
goal line, Mallalieu, the Oxford scrum-half, 
dodged round on the blind side for a try.

The teams thus crossed over, each having 
scored 3 points. Soon after the restart Malla- 
lieu was again to the fore, working right 
through Trinity’s defence and sending Gubb 
over for another unconverted try.
